The Industrial Revolution (eaty 1800), the return of Savoie to France 

(1866), the partition of ineritances among the family members made it impouibie for 

ranges and Aniréanne to sustain the family, bence ther departure for Canada 
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‘The following is a translation of notes on the Lanovaz family taken from town 
archives and church registers by Gilbert Langlois of France, The biographical material on 
the Frangois and Andréanne family was written by Marguerite Périllat of Duck Lake. 


ARENTHON 
A rural community consisting of 1147 hectares (3010 acres), a church, a castle, a 
hamlet called Lanovaz and a small metal working factory. The population of the town in 
1861 was 909 and in 1980 648, 


THE CHURCH 
Dedicated to Notre Dame, the choir is vaulted with a three panelled apse and 

flying-buttresses from the outside. It is thought to have been built around the middle of| 
the 15th Century. ‘The tower has been repaired on various occasions and in 1939 the 
steeple was destroyed by fire. The church has a beautiful door dating from 1721, two 
lateral walls dating from the 18th Century and a crypt in memory of Frangois Vanrier 
"Restorer of this temple and father of the poor". By 1995 the church had been completely 
restored, 


THE CASTLE 
Itdates from 1628 end originally belonged to the Faucigny-Lucinge Family. In 
1705 it was given in marriage to Edouard de Conzie whose son Frangois Joseph de Conzie 
des Charmettes was a friend of Jean Jacques Rousseau. It then passed on to the Gerbaix 
de Sonnaz. family who occupied the chateau until 1921. At the entrance, in the alley, 
stands the conciergerie, « renaissance pavilion (number 86 of France's "Monuments 
Historiques"), The castle is presently divided into multi-family dwellings. 


PAPER MILL 
As early as the 15th Century there was a small paper mill in Arenthon, It 
continued to function until about 1850 and at thet time employed four people 


HISTORICAL NOTES 

Since the early 1600 Arenthon and the hamlet of Lanovaz formed part of the 
Duchy of Sayoie. Around 1713 this small state took the name of Realm of Sicily and in 
1718 became the Kingdom of Sardinie. In 1792 France annexed the land, but it was 
retrieved by the king of Sardinia in 1815, In 1860 it was retumed to France by 
referendum, 

The earliest Lanovaz records date from 1613. Some were written in French, some 
in Latin and Lanovaz often spelled without the z

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ARENTHON AREA, HAUTE SAVOIE 


The little village of Arenthon, a few kilometres north-east from La 
Roche-sur-Foron nestles in the valley of the Arve, a river which joins the 
Rhone and lac Leman near Geneva. 

It |s one of the most fertile valleys of Savoie and blessed with 2 
climate somewhat warmer than the rest of the country. Wheat, barley and 
cats and some of the more hardy fruit are grown on small plots of land: 
the dairy industry florishes and is home to some of the best cheese in 
France. On the slopes vines are cultivated and the wine made is of an 
excellent quality but hardly in quantities sufficient for export. 

Life on the small farms in Savoie in the late nineteenth century was 
harsh. Farms were small, the work entirely manual and at best supplied a 
marginal subsistence. There was little room for expansion, the eldest son 
usually inherited the farm, the other children had to fend for themselves. 
The flourishing touristic industry of today was unknown. Savoie exported 
its youth to the larger cities and to other countries. Many went to Algeria, 
then a French colony, others looked to America, and particularly Western 
Canada where land was to be had for almost nothing. 

Badly informed of the hardships which they would face, few would have 
stayed i f returning would have been possible. Having sold all their worldly 
goods in order to raise enough money for their passage, they had little 
choice but to stay, endure and fight. 

This book is a tribute and the product of their glorious struggle. Never 
before have so few fought so bravely against such formidable odds and 
never again will comparable exploits be possible. They have carved for 


themselves an everlasting place in the history of our country.

Francois Lanovaz was a small farm owner in the hamlet 
of Lanovaz near Arenthon, France. His interest in a 
homestead in Canada was aroused by circulating brochures 
nt by the Canadian Government. A fellow countryman, Mr. 
Betemps who had been to California was praising the climate 
he had seen there and teok for granted that all America must 
enjoy that kind of weather. His wife, Andréanne did not 
share in his enthusiasm. After receiving a letter from a 
friend, Mr. Joseph Forestier, who had homesteaded in Canada 
a few years before, telling how well he and his son Jean 
Marie were doing with their farm and a livery barn they had 
in Duck Lake, nothing would hold him back and that clinched 
his decision to immigrate to Canada. 

‘They sailed on the Sarnia Liverpool and after thirteen 
and a half days landed in Halifax. The rest of the journey 
was made by train. They arrived in Duck Lake at the end of 
April, 1894 togather with their five children, Francoise 9, 
Ferdinand 7, René 6, Julie 4, Amedine 2 and their fellow 
companion Mr. Betemps. 

Frangois, with his visions of rapidly becoming a well- 
to-do land owner, looked alert and business like. His wife, 
who had come reluctantly, locked scared and worried. She 
had a vision of seeing painted Indians lurking close at 
hand. 

Their friend, Mr. Forestier, took them to his home. In 
the meantime Francois and Mr. Betemps each bought a wagon 
and a team of oxen and filed for homesteads in the Carlton 
area some fourteen miles west of town. Frangois was very 
fortunate in finding a two story log house for sale which 
they partly dismantled to make it easier to move onto his 
property. 

When the house was ready the family moved in. There 
were just trails to reach their place and they had to cross 
the reserve which made Andréanne very nervous. After what 
seamed an endless drive they entered a semi-circle clump of 
thick bush and a nearby pond where stood the reconstructed 
house. The children were elated and jumped with joy, 
repeating a phrase Francoise had spontaneously composed, "Le 
Canada, est le plus beau pays du monde. Déja nous 
‘Canada is the most beautiful country in the 
Already we love you. 

Tt was spring but the soil was not ready for seeding. 
They bought a few staples in Duck Lake but their diet was 
mostly soup, bread and wild game. Andréanne had never made 
bread but felt very lucky that Mr. Betemps was a skilled

baker by trade. This saved her day. The two boys learned 
how to catch rabbits and prairie chickens with snares made 
out of leather shoe laces. 

Their daughter Amedine passed away less than two months 
after their arrival, then on August 4 of that year their 
daughter Marie Louise was born with only the help of her 
husband. Andréanne could not breast feed this baby and they 
had no milk. A little flour with sugar and boiling water 
was strained and put in a sterilized cloth and given to the 
baby to suck. A little later a neighbor shared their cow's 
milk with the baby. Today this baby girl is Aunty Marie 
Louise Klassen, a healthy 101 year old lady. 

Winter entertainment wae card playing but they had 
failed to bring a deck from France. That did not deter 
Ferdinand who gathering all the cardboard available made up 
a complete deck. No wonder he later became a real card 
shark! 

Every summer, early settlers had been supplementing 
their income by picking seneca roots. Francois and his two 
eldest children went on a trek to Great Bear Lake with their 
ox driven wagon, For that trip Andréanne made a hand seun 
tent from some of their strong hemp sheets. Thay were gone 
three weeks, one to travel and two for the digging. They 
were pestered with black flies and mosquitoes and had to 
make smoke smudges to protect themselves and their animals. 
The following year the trip was made with horse and wagon 
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Andréanne was an accomplished designer and dress maker. 
One day an elegantly dressed French man arrived at the 
homestead asking her to make him a suit froma bolt of the 
finest material. She could not pass the opportunity of 
earning some money and so painstakingly sewed this complete 
suit by hand. 

In France, Christmas was strictly a religious holiday. 
New Year's Day was the time for gifte and celebration. 
Andréanne made mitts from worn-out woolen clothes and for 
the girls she made each a dress out of pink and white 
flowered bed canopy curtains she had brought from France. 
There was no hope of ever using such a canopy in Canada. 

one day in late December Andréanne and her son 
Ferdinand left for town for a few Christmas supplies with an 
Indian pony hitched to their homemade cutter. Darkness and 
a blizzard overtook them on their return trip. They sensed 
that their horse by instinct would take them home. They 
suddenly came to a stop in front of a cabin. An alerted 
Indian quickly took them inside, gave them tea and food and 
attended to their horse. Andréanne's fear of Indians 
vanished as she realized that the Chief had saved their 
lives. 

There were many hardships and tragedies. One 
heartbreaking experience was to sell a bushel of wheat and 
not get enough money te mail a letter to France. 

They stayed on that homestead about three years and 
unable to find a good supply of water left this good fertile 
soil for sandy land southeast of Duck Leake near the South 
Saskatchewan River across from the Batoche church. Here was 
water, bush for firewood, open prairie for hay and some 
buildings. 

In summer the laundry was done at the river and clothes 
spread on rocks on the shore to dry. One particular time 
the river rose so swiftly that when Andréanne returned to 
gather her clothes all had disappeared with the flow. After 
that more so than ever she and the girls picked berries to 
sell to buy material to replaca the lost garmente. 

One especially long cold winter they ran out of hay. 
Frangois knew there was some for sale ten miles west so 
early one morning with the horse end an ox hitched to the 
stick rack, he and his son Ferdinand left for a load. 

Before they got there a raging blizzard came up and they had 
to accept the hospitality of a neighbor friend, Mr. Mievre. 
Finally three days later they had their load but had trouble 
getting home because of the deep snow and the uneven pull of 
their mismatched team. At times they even had to shovel to 
clear the snowbound trail. Meanwhile at home to keep the 
cow alive Andréanne had to use the hay from the boys! 
mattress. The cow was well fed but the boys had to contend 
themselves with a hard bed. 
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They stayed four years on that place. When wheat 
started to sell at a better price he bought land south 
between Duck Lake and La Plaine at $3.10 por acre. It had a 
house and land ready to seed. Gradually he prospered but 
Such progress was too slow for Frangois! ambitions. In 1906 
he sold all he owned and was determined to move his family 
to Algeria where as a young man he had been posted in the 
French Army. There he had known wealthy French landowners, 
He rented a house in town for his wife and nine children 
where they wore to stay till he wrote them to follow. 

He found Algeria was no longer the peaceful country he 
had knovn. Feople carried guns for safety and their crops 
were being robbed at night. On his way back he visited 
France and realized that Canada was still the better place. 

His return happened at a most opportune time as Mr. 
Gourant was returning to France and had his property for 
sale. ‘This land was of the best soil, seven miles south of 
Duck Lake. With one stroke Francois had a farm and a 
furnished home. 


Frangois was a surveyor for the roads in the area and 
he relied on René, Joe and Marguerite for the field work. 
in 1911 Frangois became chairman of the La Plaine School 
Board. 

By 1916 he was 2 well established farmer. He owned a 
new Model T Ford, a Fordson tractor, a fine herd of cattle 
and good horses. He was chauffeured by one of his sons or a 
daughter. He had at last reached his goal. In 1919 he and 
his wife went for a whole year's holiday in France. In 1920 
they retired in Duck Lake.

Frangoise was just nine years old when she came to Canada with 
her parents; 311 of her formal education was done in France. 
Although she understood English quite well she was very selz- 
conscious of her accent and spoke French almost exclusively. 

Before her marriage she worked for Mrs. Mitchell and at the 
Duck Lake Hotel as a waitress. 

She met Alexis Périllat who had taken a homestead southeast of 
Duck Lake and they were married in January 1905. 

When Francoise and Alexis were first married they lived in town 
and in the spring went to live in Lumsden where Alexis was employed 
on the railroad. In December of 1906 they purchased a farm which 
had a comfortable house and a barn. A good well was also an asset, 
Alexis was a good farmer and a good manager. By 1918 he had 
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purchased a house in town to 
enable the children to go to 
school. Francoise, being very 
busy with cooking, washing, 
mending and household chores on 
the farm, a housekeeper, Mrs. 
Marie Rose Ouellette, was hired 
to look after the children in 
town. Most weekends they came 
home for milk, eggs, meat and 
other necessities from the farm. 
When they were older, the 
children drove a team of mules to 
school and the house in town was 
rented out. 

In 1926 a large house with a 
full basement was built on the 
farm. Alexis enjoyed auction 
sales, visiting and playing cards 
with family and friends. After a 
Severe stroke in 1929 left him 


partially paralyzed, many of the 
ferm decisions and physical work 
were left to Francoise and the boys. 
With the help from Marguerite 
who was teaching school they 
managed through the depression. 
Alexis passed away in 1931. 

In 1940 Francoise moved to 
town to the house purchased in 1918. 
She was very lonely at first until 
some friends from La Plaine retired. 
Frangoise always had a lovely 
garden and many flowers. she 
knitted bedspreads and tablecloths 
and many pairs of mitts. 

In the 50's' a friend, Mrs. 
Anna Perrin, came to live with 
Frangoise for a few years. Then 
in the late 60's she went to live 
with Marguerite in Winnipeg, always 
returning for the summer holidays. 
In 1974 she and Marguerite returned 
heme for good. Her health was 
failing by then. She passed away 
in 1978.

‘The youngest of a family of six, I was born in 1922 in a log 
house some five miles southeast of Duck Lake. My earliest 
recollections are of my mother making scap, scrubbing on her knees 
the rough wooden floor, warning me when she was baking bread not to 
jump near the stove, and of my sister Marguerite holding me by the 
ear, a wash cloth in her hand, of my yelling in simulated pain and 
of my mother scolding my sister for hurting me. 

The first three years of my schooling was in Duck Lake during 
which time due either to distance, bad weather or a chronic earache 
I was not always present. For grades 4 to 6 I attended La Plaine 
School where Marguerite was the teacher. We lived, except for the 
weekends, in the rooms above the school 

Thanks to my sister Marguerite I was at 14 sent to St. Peter's 
College in Muenster and then to Normal School in Saskatoon 

After one year of teaching in Millerdale School (near 
Kerrobert) I decided to go to university, working during the summers 
at whatever I could find--one summer on a farm stocking at $4.00 a 
day, another summer on the railway near Maidstone and another summer 
on the Alaska Highway as a kitchen help for the American army 

On graduation from University of Saskatchewan I taught again 
for one year in Fernie, B.C., and for one year in Mission, B.C. Tt 
was there, towards the end of the school year that I decided to buy 
@ car-load of third-rate lumber (the entire car-load including the 
transportation cost me $700 00 which was half of my yearly pay as a 
teacher), This lumber I unloaded in July on an empty lot where the 
Present D & H Lumber Yard now stands (I had called it the Service 
Lumber Yards) and immediately began to build a granary which before 
it was completed I was able to sell for $100.00--the down payment 
paid for the shingles to cover the roof. The cuttings were used to 
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build outdoor toilets for which there was a ready market and sold 
for whatever the market could bear. 

By August a small shed had been built to store the lumber and 
by September the business, lock, stock and goodwill was sin The 
profit made paid for two years of studies at McGill University in 
Montréal. 

In 1949, as a student 
in Montréal I was required 
to attend a very large 
class. The professor in his 
first lecture asked that 
those students who might 
have dirriculty seeing the 
blackboard from where they 
were seated raise their 
hands. Since I have always 
been short-sighted I did so. 
He then proceeded to arrange 
all who had raised their 
hands to be seated in 
alphabetical order. My name 
beginning with a "P", as was 
that of my subsequent wife, 
We Were seated next to one 
another, 

We talked, we compared notes, ve shared books and at the end of 
the year Suzanne left Montréal in order to continue her studies in 
Europe. No problem, I said, I would, during the coming summer, earn 
the Tequired money to join her. My business venture that summer was 
2 dismal failure. I did not even have enough money to pay for the 
fare on a cattle boat.

Ferdinand was seven years old when, in 1894, he and his parents 
and four siblings came to Canada. They settled on a homestead in 
the Carlton area about fourteen miles west of Duck lake. 

Times were hard and soon Ferdinand had to find work. In 1900 
when only 14, he worked for two summers at Jackfish Lake, at first 
for $8.00 a month, then for $15.00 a month. 

The summer of 1904 he worked on the C.N. Railway for 14 1/2¢ an 
hour for ten hours a day. then for several years he worked on farms 
and on road construction in the local area. 

Ferdinand's schooling consisted of 1 1/2 years in France and 
one winter in Duck Lake, but he did not let this deter him. With 
time reading became his favourite pastime. 

In 1910 he rented a quarter of land from his future uncle, 
Joseph Forestier seven miles south of Duck Lake. Then in 1914 he 
bought this land For $5,250.00. Over the years he bought more land 
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until he owned six quarters. The place is now farmed by his 
grandson, Albert Lanovaz. 

In 1911 he married a neighbour's daughter, Ernestine Bouvard. 
The Bouvards had come to Canada May 5, 1896. At 16 Ernestine had 
been employed by Duck Lake merchants, Mr. 6 Mrs. Amiot. She worked 
three years, earning $7.00 a month keeping house and learning how to 
sev. Mrs- Aniot was an experienced seamstress. Then for tvo years 
she was clerk in their store where she earned $15.00 a month and 
living with them all that time. 

Ferdinand and Ernestine were married in the present Blessed 
Sacrament Church by Father Tharsis Schmit. their wedding 
transportation was a "fiacre" drawn by two horses driven by Gabriol 
Laplante. René Lanovaz was their bestman and Emilie Bouvard wae 
bridesmaid,

In 1918 Ferdinand bought his first car, a four-door Model 7 
Ford touring car which he drove for 13 years. 

In the late '20's he and his brother Joe bought a steam 
threshing outfit. They did custom work for relatives and 
neighbours. It was quite an event when a crew of 24 men converged 
on @ farm, The lady of the house had some hustling to do to feed 
ail these hungry men. In time they purchased a caboose and hired a 
cook to follow the outfit. 


There was a tractor on the farm for making chop and cutfeed, 
but it was 1937 before @ John Deere tractor was bought for field 
work. 

Ferdinand was noted as an outstanding farmer and excelled as a 
cattle man. For twenty years he was involved in school affairs. He 
worked tirelessly in the promotion of L'ACFC for the survival of the 
French language and culture. He was an active original member of 
the Saskatchewan Wheat Fool, He enjoyed sports, still curling in 
his late 70's and an avid and sharp cribbage player even at the age 
of 97. 

He and Ernestine retired from the farm in 1948. For several 
years he was partner in the Lanovaz & Périllat store, and later the 
Lanovaz & Farwell store (formerly the Pozer store). 

After his retirement he visited his native France three times, 
the last time when he was nearly 90. 

On November 5, 1979, due to failing health caused by 
Parkinson's Disease he moved into Mont St. Joseph Nursing Home in 
Prince Albert. He lived there until his death at the age of 97 
years and 10 months. Ernestine died in 1974 from intestinal cancer 
at the age of 85.

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I was born and grew up on the farm in the La Plaine School 
District and attended that school until grade 8 then stayed at my 
grandparents and aunt in Duck Lake for High School. Because of my 
mother's savere and frequent migraines I never worked out but helped 
at home till I married in 1943. 

Life on the farm wes not alvays only work. In winter our good 
neighbors Mr. Emile Perret and later Uncle Réne Lanovaz had a 
skating rink. We owe them much gratitude for understanding the need 
of entertainment for the young people and giving so generously of 
their time to provide this winter sport. 

In summer there was Sunday afternoon gatherings of young and 
old at the school to participate in ball games, root for their 
favorite teams or just visit with neighbors. There were the 
occasional school dances or house parties. Those too young to join 
in found it fun just to watch. 

Getting married locally to a farmer my life style did not 
change much--same work, same town, same church. The mode of travel 
for a time was different in summer as we did not have a car till a 
couple of years later but we were less than three miles from town. 
In winter those years roads were not kept open for cars once the 
snowdrifts blocked the roads so everyone travelled with horse and 
sled.

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At Dad's we'd had a car since 1918 so summer travel was no 
problem. Winter however the one hour trip to town or church was 
something else. On very cold days a foot warmer or hot bricks vas 
almost a necessity as were several layers of carriage robes. 

With time Dad's old Ford touring lost its top and was not too 
elegant a conveyance but we were fortunate it never did have to be 
converted into a Bennett wagon as were the horse-drawn car chassis 
called. 

Auguste and I had a humble beginning with a few milk cows, a 
couple of pigs and four horses. Gradually the virgin land was put 
under cultivation, more land was bought and the cattle herd 
increased. For many years we had live -in hired help. later the 
farm was mechanized and thus work made easier. For years we drove 
the children to school, until a bus route was established. That 
trip also served to bring the cans of cream to the station to be 
shipped by train. 

People in my generation saw incredible changes in life style. 
At Dad's I don't remember not having had a phone but here it wae 
1955 before the line was brought in. Electric power lines also came 
here in 1955, however Auguste being very resourceful we did have a 
power plant of our own but these did not carry appliances such as 
stoves, fridges, freezers, etc. 

It must have been in the mid 30's before we had a radio at 
Dad's and these were battery run and had to be used sparingly. TV's 
came in 1954 but we did not own one till about 1960. Without all 
the automated facilities, spare moments were not that plentiful and 
we did not miss that kind of entertainment. 

Auguste has always had an interest in community affairs and has 
served on a number of committees such as school, church, museum, 
wheat pool, etc. We both enjoy the quiet atmosphere of country 
living. We love gardening. Auguste likes tinkering in the shop. I 
like to do crochet work but best of all comes reading. We both 
appreciate our local library. We are retired on the farm but when 
work is pressing we're ready to give 2 helping hand. We enjoy the 
occasional trip. 

My sister Marie and I travelled to France with our Dad in 1975. 
He introduced us to our many relatives. Auguste, his sisters marie 
and Helene and I returned in 1985 and toured more of the country. 

We take a break from the Saskatchewan winters to visit our daughter 
Muriel and family in California. 

In 1993 we celebrated our 50th wedding anniversary with all the 
family attending. We also had Mr. & Mrs. Airiau from France, 
relatives of the Pogus who arranged their trip to Canada to be 
present at our celebration.

:lled with hot water that had been heated in a large boiler. All 
the kids took turns jumping in and scrubbing. When I was twelve 
bathroom and two bedrooms ware added to the house. Note--a 
tthroem! We did not have one until then. A wash basin in the 
tchen, a pail in the dark dungeon-like basement to be used only at 
Right and during the cold of winter, and an outhouse by the garden 
mas the extent of our bathroom. The new bathroom was a major 
provement, but a few years elapsed before a flush toilet and 
‘thtub were installed. The Saturday-only bath continued, except 


now we had privacy! 
our own bedroom. 


How thrilled Diane, Cecile and I were to have 
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After church each Sunday we met with the extended family at 
Grandpére and Grandmare Lanovaz's house across from the church and 
Grandmére Pogu's just a block away. The men had their "p'tit coup 
de piquette"; the women enjoyed their tea or coffee; and there was 
punch, cookies, and candies for the kids, and perhaps Tante Lydie's 
"menthes". Christmas and all church holidays were a time of family 
celebrations. We looked forward to the May Recital and Christmas 
concert at the convent, the Fall Fowl Supper and Bazaar at the 
church hall, the Pilgrimage at St. Lawrence on July 16th, the Sports 
Day in July and all the summer family picnics. indlese hours in 
November and December were spent practicing for Midnight Mass.

Muriel Pogu, Hostess, 1967 Expo in Montreal 
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Because of my father's very ingenious and mechanical mind, we 
were the only farm family for miles with our own generator. I do 
not remember using gas lamps and candles, but vividly remember 
visiting neighbors and relatives who did. I do remember using the 
cast iron and not having a fridge until my teens. The telephone and 
T.V. came only when I was in high school. 

Some big treats were an occasional movie in town, "Cing sous" 
from Grandpére Lanovaz for an ice cream cone if we per chance ran 
into him in front of the Lanovaz store, a day at the fair in P.A. 
and perhaps a yearly trip to Saskatoon. As tecnagers, we went 
skating, curling, te house parties, hockey games, dances, or 
cruising around town. It was @ thrill when Aunt Yvonne would visit, 
bringing us her store-bought hand-me-downs. Except for a few items 
from Sears or Eaton's catalog, our clothes were home-made, I'm not 
complaining as mom was a wonderful seamstress; but it sure felt 
great to wear bought things once in a while. 

‘A few unfavorable memories to be added to milking cows were the 
unbearable bouts with poison ivy, which once sent me to the 
hospital, and the numerous hours spent with hot mustard plasters on 
my chest (which surprisingly did not leave third degree burn scars!) 
in an attempt to rid me of bronchitis. 

During the vinters of my first two years of school I boarded at 
the convent, at the Maier's and at Grandpa and Grandma's in town. 

At Stobart School, academics were stressed, and we did hours of 
homework and studying. There was no such thing as P.E. or Drama, 
but we did have Art and Glee Club. The nuns were so strict--no 
horsing around in their presence! Although the school was co-ed the 
boys entered and exited through one door and the girls through 
another to separate playgrounds. 

After completing a business course at L'Institue des Filles de 
la Province in P.A. I worked at the University Hospital in 
Saskatoon. Six months of 1965 were spent touring Europe; part of 
that time working in London and Germany. While working in a 
bookbindery in Ulm, Germany I met an American soldier, the man who 
little did I know at the time would become my husband. Meeting 
Russ, the distant relatives in La Haute Savoie and visiting the 
actual places where my grandparents had lived were highlights of the 


trip. Upon returning to Saskatoon I went back to work at the 
University Hospital. 

What a feather in my cap it was when I was one of three chosen 
to represent Sask. as a Hostess at Expo 67 in Montreal! Following 
six months of intense training, I gave tours, and manned Information 
Booths. I felt honored to stand on the Tribune of Honor with Nelson

Day, as well as at the closing ceremony of Expo. After a month's 
relaxing trip in the West Indies, I returned to Saskatoon to attend 
Teacher's College. My teaching career at St. Thomas in Saskatoon 
was short-lived, as after only two years I moved to California. 
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Russ was born in Hollywood, California and had spent most of 
his life in Southern California, with the exception of a few years 
in Montana as a child, a year with a family in Austria and three 
years in the U.S. Army in Germany as a young adult. Wis father was 
of German/Dutch descent from Ohio and his mother from Detroit was of 
Irish/English descent. He has two sisters, Denise in Las Vegas and 
Kathy in Huntington Beach, California. He went to school with Steve 
Martin, Every family has a few skeletons in the closet, right!!

Carl joined the Air Force in April 1942 at the age of 18 anda 
year later was on his way overseas. He served as a night fighter 
pilot with Squadron 409, first on a Beaufighter and then on a 
Mosquito. He was stationed in England, France, Belgium end Germany. 
During afternoons, in a mischievous mood, he would test his aircraft 
by lowering the wheels and bouncing down on French highway: 
Cycling factory workers from Lille would scramble into ditches for 
safety. 

After his discharge in the summer of 1945, Carl worked for the 
Provincial Treasury in Regina for over two years. During that tine 
hhe met Marie Lanovaz and they were married in October 1946. 

Marie, a farm girl, attended La Plaine, a one room country 
school, until grade 10 then completed her high school plus a 
Commercial Course at Stobart in Duck Lake. In August of 1940 with 
determination and a spirit of adventure, Marie travelled to Regina 
to work as a secretary for the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool. She was 
‘employed there for almost seven years. At that time it was the 
Pool's policy to hire only young farm people which made for a lot of 
shared interests and lively socializing. 

Carl and Marie moved to Duck Lake in December of 1947 after an 
offer from Marie's father for Carl to become a partner in the family 
store. Lanovaz & Périllat became Lanovaz & Farwell, shortly 
afterward this partnership purchased the Service Lumbar Yard from 
Arthur Péerillat.

In 1948 Carl and Marie bought their first home, a small four 
room house, for $800. It was formerly owned by Mr. & Mrs. Arthur 
Van Peteghen. The latter was a local midwife for many years. The 
Farwells built a house in 1956 in which they resided for 35 years. 
They were involved in various community activities, Marie in the 
Recreation Club and Curling Club and Carl on the Board of Trade. 
Marie also enjoyed crossword puzzles, reading, playing cards, 
knitting, boating and visiting. Carl, in recent years, was involved 
in the renewal of the cemetery. His interests included boating and 
fishing, reading, curling, watching hockey and baseball. Carl and 
Marie both died in a fatal car crash in July 1992.

I was born on September 23, 1948 in Rosthern, Sask. and grew up 
in Duck Lake. I have to admit I was a small package weighing in at 
a little over 3 1/2 pounds, but I made up for it by growing inte a 
tomboy whe was open to any adventure that my imagination and 
circumstances could conjure up. Thank goodness, Mom had been quite 
@ tomboy in her day and she rarely put a damper on my activities. 
Duck Lake offered many opportunities for adventure. . . lots of 
meadows, a favorite stand of trees near my house and the most 
tempting of all, a wonderful slough right smack in the middle of 
town, abutting the old curling rink. Rafting in the springtime was 
one sure-fire way to come home with boots full of water! 

Dad made us a skating rink in the yard and Charlie and I 
learned early how to get around. It wasn't long before I was the 
"tail" in any crack-the-whip game going on in the tovn skating rink 
across the road. Broken glasses and one knock-out seemed a minor 
price to pay for the thrills and excitement. 

In those early years T.V. wasn't common yet so as a family we 
Played lots of gamas, both inside (cards, crokinole, chinese 
checkers) and outside. One favorite was "anti-anti-I-over" which 
probably didn't do much for the roof shingles. Reading was also an 
enthusiastic pursuit end Uncle Arthur's Bedtime Stories were a 
staple for Charlie and me and later for Julie too. 

Besides lots of puddles, spring brought precious marbles out of 
their bags. We girls played against the old school or against the 
outhouse in the schcol yard. Playing ball was something else to 
lock forward to after a long winter. Scrub teams were out every 
evening at the school ground. During the "Mois de Marie", May, it 
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Jeannie Farwell riding King 
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was not unusual to see us girls playing in our dresses and good 
shoes then plunking hats on our heads and dashing to church for the 
prayers. 

My schooling started in the old school with all grades in the 
building and a very musty basement for lunch hour. The Sisters of 
Presentation de Marie were good educators and sticklers for 
propriety so the boys got out first and the girls followad five 
minutes later (this could be the other way round). A very loud hand 
bell kept some semblance of order. "Ici! Ici!" we heard often. 1 
enjoyed school and shared the honour of being valedictorian with 
Dennis Windels in 1966. 

The choir was a wonderful experience that almost all of us had. 
I remember how singing the Requiem at funerals would always bring 
tears to everyone's eyes, including mine. 

I was very lucky to have two farms to spend time at---Pogu's 
and Ernest Lanovaz's. My cousins alvays seemed happy to see me, but 
I'm not sure that my aunts didn't wonder and worry about what 
adventures or misadventures would come out of this visit!! My 
memories are so vivid. . .climbing haystacks, catching grasshoppers, 
riding the calves. eating chokecherries, riding horses (and the 
occasional run away), driving the tractor, making a snow house, 
playing in the caboose, milking patient cows and picking eggs from 
harried hens; they're endless and make up a very happy part of my 
childhood. 

Horses were a passion from the time I could sit on the dray 
horses ploughing our garden in the spring.

They were successful 
farmers in Spiritwood. 

Grandmére was a great cook. She made three full meals a day. 
She baked delicious bread and made the best pies and fine thin 
crepes. One afternoon Fred Coté and Uncle Henry had gone hunting 
and came back with some twenty rabbits. Grandmare mixed the rabbit 
meat with pork and Uncle Fred said this was the best hamburger he 
ever had. They ate salted pork and potatoes were on their daily 
menus. Julie enjoyed cocking. In the morning she made thin crepes 
for one and the ordinary pancakes for the other. They had a lot of 
vieitors and Grandmére always served them delicious food. 

Ferdinand moved his family to Winnipeg except for Cecile who by 
now had married Edgar Braconnier. He worked as a cattle buyer at 
the stockyards. Times were difficult there and they really 
struggled. Again they moved, this time to Studberg near Emerson, 
Manitoba. They farmed a half section of land they had purchased and 
lived there for five years. The house they built by the river is 
still there.

Their next move was Fort Frances, Ontaric. They were taking 
with them some 200 chickens. The U.S. Custom Officers did not 
approve of these birds coming through the border. They were 
detained for several hours and this caused some of the chickens to ‘ 
die before they reached their destination in Fort Frances. There 
they farmed, growing crops and raising cattle. Ferdinand also 
worked in the bush for a pulp mill. 

Ferdinand and Julie both enjoyed gardening, liked to play cards 
and loved to be surrounded by their children and grandchildren. 
Ferdinand was an honest and hard working man. Julie came west as 
often as she could to visit her brothers and sisters in and around 
Duck Lake. 

André, now 83, still lives in their house on the farm,

Frinsatiebo Ss Awnee Edgar & Cecile Braconnier 


This is their story, a tale of depression, drought, dreams, 
disappointment, failure, hardship, good times, bad times, love and 
success. 

Edgar and his father Louis each took a homestead in Leoville in 
1933. Louis Sr., Edgar and his brothers Ernest and Louis Jr. left 
Gravelbourg with magic stars in their eyes. They loaded some 
belongings onto wagons and hayracks drawn by their beautiful grey 
horses, travelling an approximate distance of 500 mil They slept 
under the stars and took turns herding their cattle. 

What a difference from the dust storms in Southern Saskatchewan 
to the beautiful green forests in Northern Saskatchewan. 
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The first pioneer in Leoville was Leo Charpentier who settled 
there in 1927. The village was named after him. The roads were 
practically non-existent, just trails chopped through the bush, 
zigzagging on high land to avoid rivers, sloughs and swamps. There 
were no bridges. To cross some spots was a real nightmare. The 
horses and wagons would sink deep in mud holes. Often it was net 
prudent to travel. Edgar and Louis cleared the land with an axe and 
pulled out stumps, ploughed with horses and picked atones. They 
Duilt a small one bedroom shack with logs and fitted the cracks with 
grass and mud. It had a sod roof and a dirt floor. A little later 
&@ wood floor was added--Edgar's first building to call his home. 
There was very little furniture, most of it handmade. Chairs were 
stumps with willows for the backs. I recall sleeping on homemade 
beds with straw mattresses. 

Louis and Agnes had twelve boys and four girls living. Thre 
other children had died of the Spanish flu. 


fhe family and Edgar stayed in Leoville. at threshing time in order 
co .gaF™ Some money Edgar went to work at the Doucetta’s and Feed 
otale, mis is where he met Cecile. Her sister Grace wan aarcied 
ro Feed Coté. Attar they were married Edgar and Cecile settled oe 
Bis farm in Leoville. They grew grain, had horses and raised 
cattle. 

Mother had a sow called Pearl who produced many litters. Pearl 
hes, Very gentle pet and I remember her snorting when Mon came near 
her. | When Mom would scratch her with a long stick she would enue 
her eyes and grunt.

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Their daily diet consisted of wild fruit, dried fruit and salt 
pork. They ate wild game such as rabbit stew, partridges and other 
wild birds, deer and fish. Everything was right at their door. 
During the depression years no one had much money. In the winter 
Dad would go trapping. He would often take me with him in the 
caboose or hayrack drawn by his beautiful horses which he was very 
proud of. We would check the trapline for mink, rabbit, muskrat, 
beaver, red fox, coyotes and raccoons. He would sell the furs to 
buy food and clothing. 

Cecile picked and preserved fresh wild fruit such as 
strawberries, Saskatoons, raspberries, blueberries, chokecherries, 
pincherries, cranberries, all of which grew around. She also grew a 
garden, canned vegetables and meats 

They were blessed with good crops and gardens. They had sone 
milk cows, chickens, a few pigs so that they could trade butter and 
eggs at the store for groceries. They sold butter at 15 cents a 
pound. 

We lived three miles from the village. It was far for me to go 
to school on horseback or in a cart and in the winter in a caboose 
with a heater in it, In 1948 they built a nice two story home. 
Later they moved this house into Leoville. Romeo Laberge's store 
had burned to the ground and while they were building the new store 
they used our house as a grocery store. Father Grimard was the 
priest in Leoville at the time from 1930 to 1952. He was a very good 
friend of the family. He was always there in the time of need. 
Because of Father Grimard's special prayers the whole street did not 
burn at the time of Romeo Laberge's store burning. The townspeople 
claim it was a miracle. 

Dad and Mom rented Mr. Fontaine's house close to the school. 

Tt was at this time that four year old Raymond was in a terrible 
accident. He was accidently run over by a tractor. The gentleman 
did not realize that Raymond was behind him. Again Father Grimard 
had the village of Leoville pray for Raymond. Dr. Buckley held very 
little hope of Raymond surviving this horrific accident. He could

zn 1949 Dad's niece Lorraine Huel came to live with us, Her 
Sether Paul Huel had passed away. Lorraine wes fcom'a family of 
Ronee rover and the children all had new homes because Aunty 
Rosalie was ill. Lorraine was seven and lived with oe until the age 
Of seventeen. Lorraine married Maurice Lenieux ot Leoville. They 
have three beautiful children and six grandchildean” Maurice and 
ierraine have lived in Broadview for many yeara. Maurice works for 
the Scheol Division. they love golfing, camping and are very happy. 

Op tuly 2, 1954 Z was stricken with Polio. I have mode*a 
Somplete xecovery from this dreadful ordeal. had to de en to walk 
paean. tt was terrible but I an a survivor. I have sorter very 
hard all my life. Everyone says that T an a workaholic, that is 
fine by me. I enjoy what I do and I do not call this work. I have 
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a lovely jewellery store that I have worked very hard at developing 
from the beginning--thanks to the support of my family and close 
employees. I have a beautiful family to love me. What more do we 
want. 

On October 4, 1954 another tragedy hit our family. Edgar had 
his leg caught in a power takeoff. What a horrible thing this was 
to be. If only they had amputated his leg at the time of the 
accident he would not have suffered four years of pure hell. There 
was no insurance in those days. Mom and Dad lost almost everything 
to pay the hospitals and doctors. Many nights I would hear my 
mother crying because of this horrible stress. Poor Dad had so many 
operations, He would be in the hospital for months at a time in 
Saskatoon and Winnipeg. The agony he went through was inhuman. He 
never complained. God called him to be with him on September 4, 
1958. He passed away of a heart attack after numerous operations. 

Grandpa Braconnier, Uncles Marcel, Noel and Joe all came to 
help remove the crop after Dad's tragic accident. All the neighbors 
and very good friends were so very helpful and good to us all. 

Uncle Joe and Aunty Beatrice came and spent a week in the fall of 
1954.

Mom would go and spend a few months with them in B.C. She would 
come back to Manitoba and ponder moving to B.C. Unfortunately her 
health gave way and she had surgery in 1967. She never did recove: 
from this surgery and was always ill after that. Raymond has been 
very successful as a custom builder and electrician. He certainly 
would make Mom and Dad proud. 

Mom's pride and joy were her two little grandsons Richard and 
Norman. She would love to go places with them. In 1965 our son 
Nozman was stricken with a rare blood disease. He was hospitalized 
for a few months and it looked very dim for his recovery. He was 
given many different types of medication. He had cancer. 
Specialists were taking care of him at the Winnipeg Children's 
Hospital. Miraculously he has fully recovered. Norman is married 
and is the father of two beautiful children, works full time at 
Safeway in management, curls, plays ball and loves golfing 

Mom was not able to maintain the house and centiaue having the 
boarders so we purchased the house on Eugenie. Our daughter Nicole 
was born in April 1969. Mom decided she could no longer work at the 
hospital. It was just too hard on her. She wanted to babysit 
anatead and I went to work for a chiropractor. 

We then sold the house on Eugenie and purchased a split level 
house on Dussault in Windsor Park. We moved there July 1971. 1 had 
quit working for the chiropractor and Gilles and I started a 
manufacturing and direct selling company of statues, ornaments and 
wall plaques.

Oct, 27, 1920 Marie went to school in Duck 
Lake and later at the La Plaine 
Country School. In 1920 she 
married Jacob Isaac Klassen and 
lived on the Klassen farm 5 miles north of Hague. Their first child 


Frank was born there. Jake got a job as a grain buyer in Bentley, 
Alberta so the family moved there until 1925. ‘They then moved to 
Bradwell, Sask. where Jake did the same work, and where two other 
children were born, Elmer Lloyd and Robert James. Marie enjoyed her 
time in Bradwell where they participated in all the community 
activities. They played tennis, bridge and enjoyed going to dances. 

In 1931 the family moved to Saskatoon, living briefly on 
University Drive then renting a small unmodern house at 1413 Avenue 
€ North. This was at the start of the depression and money was very 
hard to come by. They were too proud to go on relief sc it is a 
eredit to Marie that she was able to raise four children (Lillian 
having arrived October 1932) on almost no income. 

In 1938 the family was able to rent a home at 923 Avenue C 
Worth which had the luxury of sewer and water. Marie grew a large 
garden and raised chickens. Eggs and chickens were sold to 
neighborhood"families. With the start of the war things improved 
greatly. Jake, being fluent in English and German, got a job in 
Ottawa as an interpreter. Marie rented rooms to students at the 
Teachers College nearby. The family began the long road to eventual 
prosperity. 

At the end of the war Jake's job in Ottawa was terminated. 
However he was then hired by British Intelligence to work in 
Germany. He was based in Kiel, Germany and worked in the 
telecommunications office. He was employed in Germany for about 
threa years and made connections that were to serve him well in 
later years in business 

‘The family moved to 1506 Avenue E North in 1945 and back to an 
unmodern house. A large garden and chickens helped supplement 
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monies sent from Germany. On Jake's return from Germany in 1948 he 
invested his savings of some $3,000 and purchased a omall jewelery 
store on Second Avenue South, "Quality Jeweller: By 1950 Frank 
and Jake joined forces. Utilising connections Jake had made in 
Europe, they began wholesaling watches and jewelery to various 
stores throughout Saskatchewan. The business became very successful 
and is still in existence today. 

In 1954 the family was greatly saddened by the death of Frank 
ina plane crash. And Jake, who had been fighting cancer since 
1950, died January 1957. Shortly thereafter Marie sold the house on 
Avenue E, lived briefly in the Pleasant Hill district then purchased 
@ home at 312 31st Street West where she resided for the next 35 
years. 

Marie was very active all during her middle age years and 
beyond, She was active in the church, and was president of the 
C.W.L. for several years. She enjoyed gardening, handicraft work 
and entertaining family and friends. She especially enjoyed playing 
cards and continued to do so even at 100 years old. She enjoyed 
travelling very much. She travelled extensively throughout Canada, 
visited Europe several times and had one trip to Mexico. She made a 
tzip to the Holy Land when almost 90 years old. 

Marie presently lives in the Convalescent Home in Saskatoon and 
at age 101 is still bright, alert and healthy.

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After graduating from Bedford Road Collegiate he worked for a 
year then joined the RCAF. After initial training he was stationed 
in Prince Albert where he learned to fly. He loved flying and 
especially loved buzzing the various farms around Duck Lake in his 
Tiger Moth bi-plane. After further training in Manitoba and 
Montreal he was stationed in the Atlantic provinces, flying ocean 
patrol in Catalina flying boat aircraft. 

Frank was married in 1944 to Enid Bryan. They had three 
children--Rene, Bill and Bob. Frank was discharged from the air 
force in 1945. In 1946 he purchased a cafe in Duck Lake and ran it 
for two years. In 1948 he separated from Enid, sold the cafe and 
moved to Saskatoon. 

He worked for two years with the Saskatoon Venetian Blind 
Company. Many people still remember the slogan on the back of his 
panel truck, "Caution, blind man drives this truck". While working 
for the Blind Company, Frank and his father came up with the idea of 
selling watches and jewelery on a wholesale basis to merchants in 
rural Saskatchewan. In 1950 the first small shipment of watches 
arrived from Switzerland and Frank made his first sale, to Jinmy's 
Inn at Radisson, Sask. It was the beginning of a very successful 
family business, Frank was a great salesman and a good 
entrepreneur. Within a couple of years he was selling products from 
Vancouver to Montreal which we shipped from the small premises in 
Saskatoon. 

In 1951 Frank joined the reserve air force where he again tock 
up his first love, Flying. He flew B25 Mitchell planes, often going 
to Vancouver, Winnipeg, Montreal, Whitehorse and many other places. 
While in the reserve he qualified for all weather instrument flying 

In 1952 Frank married Mary Balcewich. They had two children, 
Karen and Jim 

On August 4, 1954 Frank and two other reserve members 
encountered a severe thunderstorm on a flight back from Regina. The 
extreme conditions in the thunderstorm ware beyond the capabilities 
of their aircraft, and it crashed near Simpson, Sask. All were 
killed. 

Frank was a rare individual, liked by all who knew him. He is 
still much missed by his family.

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I first saw the light of day at Bradwell, Sask. on April 21, 
1930. Shortly thereafter the family moved to Saskatoon. My 
memories of Bradwell are rather sketchy. In Saskatoon we eventually 
moved to 1413 Avenue C North--a small two bedroom house without 
sewer or running water. This was at the beginning of the drought 
and depression of the thirti There was little money. Gardens 
did poorly because of the drought, and fresh water was only 
available by pail from a community tap a block away. It is a 
tribute to my mother that she was able to raise four children under 
these conditions. There were no luxuries and few basics. Many a 
meal consisted of bread with hot milk. Of course, us kids did not 
know better and thrived, Obesity was not a problem. 

As a child and later as a teenager many an enjoyable summer was 
spent on "the farm"--Aunt Francis Périllat's farm at Duck Lake. She 


was a wonderful lady with a heart of gold that made me feel very 
special. After she retired to Duck Lake, I continued to visit the 
farm, staying with Pierre and Ida, enjoying their growing family. 
Elise was special little friend. In later years I stayed with 
lucien and Solange on their farm, enjoying the farm work, and 
visiting with my favorite cousin Camille. It is unfortunate that 
children today do not have the opportunity to spent time on farms as 
we did. They would certainly develop a creat appreciation of the 
farming community. 

I remember that we always had a piano in our house. where it 
came from I have no idea. Frank learned to play quite well, and t 
loved tinkering at it. But there was no money for lessons. In 1940 
I was fortunate enough to have been able to join the Saskatoon Boys 
Band. Musical instruments were loaned free of charge and the 
conductor taught at 10 cents per lesson. Music became a very 
impertant part of my life and remains so today. 

At age 18 I joined the Air Force, took flying training then 
game back to Saskatoon to attend university. After two enjoyable 
and productive years, Frank persuaded me that I would have a much 
ore exciting career in the new wholesale jewelery business that he 
and Dad were forming. So on April 23, 1951, two days after my 2ist 
birthday, I began my career in the jewelry business which has 
continued for 44 years. Unfortunately Frank was killed in August 
1954 and Dad died January 1957. The business was left to myself and 
my brother Elmer, We were terribly inexperienced. It was only with 
luck and the grace of God that we were able to build the business 
into a sizable and successful firm 

In 1952 I married June Williams. Wa were blessed with five 
wonderful children: Norine, Michael, Barbara, Susan and Linda 
Each has become successful in their own way. The marriage to June 
ended in 1972. In 1979 I married Donna Casselli. On July 1, 1980 
we adopted a beautiful baby boy, Bobbie. This marriage ended in 
divorce. On May 6, 1989 I was lucky enough to marry Arlene Lynchuk.

My grandfather (Pepere) Joseph Lanovaz was the seventh of 
eleven children born to Francois Lanovaz and Andréanne Genon, 
homesteaders first at Carlton, then Batoche and finally in the La 
Plaine District. Joe was born Soptembor 18, 1896 in Carlton, N.W.T. 
He attended school at Stobart and thon La Plaine. 

Marie-Anne Kleine was born September 21, 1900 to Joseph Kleine 
and Elmandine Mercier, who also homesteaded in the La Flaine 
District. Marie-Anne attended Elberfeld School. 

Joe and Marie-Anne were married in Duck on October 27, 1920. 
They rented his father's homestead. It was here that two of their 
daughters were born, my mother, Alice and Eugenie. 

When his brother Marcel married, Joe purchased a two story 
house and moved it from Rosthern onto a corner piece of that 
homestead. This is where their son Edouard was born. 

In the fall of 1931, Joe and Marie-Anne and their three 
children moved across the road onto her parents homestead, first 
renting, then buying the land in 1945 from the Kleine Estate. Mixed 
farming and very hard work was a means of survival.

Another daughter, Lorraine, was born followed by ancther son, 
Denis. Alico, Eugenie, Edouard, and Lorraine were all home births 
assisted by neighbours, Aunty Marguerite (Lanovaz) Doucette and Mrs. 
Marie Gauthier as well as Dr. Steward from Rosthern. The youngest, 
Denis, was born at Rosthern Hospital. 

In 1939 Joe's interest in others led him to encourage a group 
of young people from the La Plaine District to put on a play. Under 
the direction of Miss English, a teacher there at the time, "My Wild 
irish Rose" was a great success, enjoyed by both the performers and 
‘those who attended. 

Marie-Anne was a happy, sometimes daring, fun-loving person, a 
bit of a prankster who loved play tricks, especially on Ed Périliat 
and Ernest Lanovaz. She was a hard worker who worked along with her 
husband to provide for their crowing family. 

Suddenly in April 1942 their happy, comfortable life changed 
when, after undergoing surgery in Saskatoon, she was diagnosed as 
having cancer. A large tumor had grown on the outside of her 
stomach, attaching itself to a main artery, making it impossible to 
removed. 

For four months Marie-Anne carried on the best she could, 
pushing herself to milk cows, pick raspberries, and care for her 
children and her husband, never giving in to the excruciating pain. 
Refusing to take the prescribed Morphine, her family often heard her 
scream in agonizing pain. 
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2s her illness progressed, Joe carried a heavy burden, staying 
up nights, comforting her the best he could, and carrying on with 
the farm responsibilities during the day. 

Marie-Anne passed away peacefully at home with Joe and one of 
her sisters by her side, on August 24, 1942, at the age of 41, She 
was laid to rest in the Duck Lake Cemetery. 

Joe was now left to be both father and mother to his younger 
children. Lorraine was 10 years old and Denis was 4. 

In 1950, at the age of 54, he remarried his widowed sister-in- 
jaw, Martha Kleine Perret in Panticton, B.C. Joe and Martha moved 
back to Saskatchewan, but returned to B.C. for one winter. It was 
upon their return in March 1953 that it was discovered that Martha 
had a cancerous brain tumor. Joe and Martha flew to the Mayo Clinic 
in the United States where she was operated but never recovered. 
Martha died in Rosthern Union Hoepital in May 1953. 

Joe retired from active farming in 1962 but continued to live 
on the homeplace with his son, Ed and family. He was active in his 
community, serving on the R.M. Council, and the La Plaine Local 
School Board. He was a founding member of the Rosthern Union 
Hospital Board and a founding member of the Rosthern Co-op, an 
original member of the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, and had been a 
Knight of Columbus. He was a member of the Duck Lake Senior 
Citizen's Club, and a devoted member of his church, the Blessed 
Sacrament R.C. Church in Duck Lake. 

Joe is remembered by many as a talented carpenter. He helped 
an the community, his family and friends; building cabinets,

renovating homes, finishing basement family rooms and numerous other 
works. His last undertaking was the renovations to the Duck Lake 
Senior Hall. 

He was a collector of antique wrenches and repair equipment. 
All were identified and covered a whole wall in his workshop. 

Always busy he was an inventor, making a blueberry picker and 
cleaner, a pea sheller, and finally a hoe that cut close to plants 
He had a patent for this last invention. Joe was qualified to 
operate a steam engine used for threshing. A crew of twenty-four 
men and a cook were hired by him and his brother, Ferdinand 
Together they did custom threshing for neighbours and family 
members.

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For years he was the chief barber in the La Plaine District, 
giving ae many as 24 haircuts in one evening, just before Christmas- 
wall fre 

Joe's children all married; Alice to Raymond Perrin in November 
1942, They raised a family of eight children. Ray and Alice 
xetired from farming and reside in Duck Lake. 

Eugenie married André Savidan in June 1944 and had seven 
children. After farming for several years, André worked in the 
mines in B.C. and then Saskatchewan. They are now retired and 
living in Kamloops, B.C. 

Edouard married Cecile Mahé in October 1953 and raised a family 
of five daughters, Ed sold the farm and moved to Duck Lake in 1974, 
Ed and Cecile now reside in Drumheller, Alberta. 

Lorraine married Emmanuel Doucette in July 1950. In 1955, at 
the age of 23, Lorraine was widowed and the mother of three sons. 
She later married Alfred Guillou. Six children were born to this 


union. Alfred, a skilled mechanic, worked in Duck Lake and Rosthern 
and then in Surrey, B.C. They are now retired and living in White 
Rock, B.C. 

Denis joined the Air Force and married Joy Bosson in Matz, 
France in September 1962. They raised a family of five children, 
They now reside in Logan Lake, B.C. 

Joe loved and enjoyed his children, grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren, He was always ready and willing to babysit; bouncing 
the children on his knee, he always sang to them, either in French 
or English, being fluent and comfortable with both languages. 

Joe loved his God, which was always apparent in the hymns which 
he hummed while he worked. The Requiem Mass sesmed to be his 
favorite

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After the death of his second wife, Joe continued to live with 
his son Ed, first on the farm and then in Duck Lake. After noving 
to Duck Lake in 1974 Joe lived with and cared for his older brother, 
Ferdinand for a while, until his own health failed. at that time he 
moved back with Ed and Cecile to be cared for by thom until his 
death from lung cancer at the Rosthern Union Hospital on November 9, 
1977, at the age of a1 

Pepere (Joe) was a quiet, easy-going, loving man who always 
made us feel secure. Whether it was holding our head in his hands 


when we were sick or hugging us gently in the warmth of his arms, 
singing to us, we always knew he loved us. He was always there for 
us, happy to drive us te church on Sunday and proud to have us share 
his pew. Popere could fix anything and was always ready and happy 
to oblige, never asking for anything in return. 

Christmas at Pepere's was always a special time. A houseful of 
noisy, active grandchildren sliding down the bannister never seemed 
to irritate him. And how special for each family to receive their 
gift of a tin of Halva and a case of Japanese Mandarin oranges. 

Fepere could cook, whether it was baking bread or serving 
delicious leek scup. There was always plenty to eat. Frying pork 
brain, which resembled scrambled eggs, was also a speciality cf his 
I dared not taste it, even with his assurance that it was good. one 
thing about Pepere was his respect of young and old alike, never 
forcing his opinions on others. 

Pepere is still very much in our thoughts and prayers, and I 
only wish my grand-daughtere could have known this wonderful man, 
father, grandfather and great-grandfather, Joseph Lanovaz.

The following contains personal memories of a dear and 
wonderful grandfather, Joseph Lanovaz (1896-1977) as remembered by 
his grand-daughter, Eleanor Lanovaz Comstock. 


I grew up with my paternal grandfather living in our home and 
being a very big part of our family. It never really occurred to me 
that not everyone has that special experience of a grandparent 
living with them. It always seemed like the only way things should 
be. 

I know that most of us feel that our grandparent was the most 
wonderful. But in looking back in recalling stories and comments 
made about Joseph Lanovaz ("Pepere” to his children, grandchildren 
and many non-relatives too), I know that he was truly a special 
person. 

T have so wany sweet memories of Pepere. How loving and kind a 
man he was. Mom tells of when, on the few occasions they would go 
out without us girls, of course Pepere would babysit. Mom would put 
us to bed and wait for us to fail asleep before they left. Right 
after he would see the taillights turn onto the highway, he would 
call from the foot of the stairs: "Okay girls, your Mom and Dad are 
gone. You can come down now." And wa would sit on his lap watching 
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whatever TV program we wanted to until we fell asleep in his arms. 
(1 never did find out how he would manage te get us back into our 
beds before Mom and Dad came back home.) Mom and Dad only found out 
about this ritual when once, they had forgotten something just after 
turning off the land and upon coming into the house they heard 
Pepere at the foot of the stairs calling to us. 

Meals at home were seldom rushed affairs unless it was spring 
seeding or harvest. It wasn't unusual, after the meal was finished, 
te eit around the table and talk for half an hour or more. Then, 
perhaps a nap on the studio couch or, like Pepere would lean into 
the corner of the kitchen wall and nap propped up there while the 
dishes were cleared and washed. Seldom did he nap there that there 
wasn't one of us sleeping on his lap. In fact, we always knew that 
we could sit on his lap without asking, be it while napping, 
watching "Juliette" on TV or while Pepere was entertaining visitors. 
Ours was an affectionate family and Pepere certainly had his part in 
it. And there was always a special treat for little children in his 
shirt pocket: Scotch Mints! I never have a Scotch Mint today 
without remembering Pepere. 

Pepere never had an adult, ordinary explanation for a child's 
question. When I told him about my fears of lightning and of where 
to hide from it, he brought it down to a child's level and explained 
(in French, of course) that the lightning red on top of the house 
was really a gigantic needle, and that if the lightning tried to 
hurt me, why that gigantic needle would poke the lightning you-know- 
where and then the lightning would go screaming away in fear. And 
did you know that thunder is actually lightning howling in pain 

Pepere was quite the historian and antique-enthusiast and like 
to share his knowledge with us. and he always had a story of his 
younger days, which we never really did believe--imagine, walking to 
school five miles in the snow! Or doing all his farm work with 
horses! 

Pepere loved to work in the shop doing maintenance on an old 
tractor, disassembling a thresher, or doing some beautiful woodwork. 
And where epere was, children were sure to be. Whether he was 
driving the truck in the fields, working in the shop, hoeing in the 
garden, or relaxing in the house, he always welcomed us to be with 
him, 

I really wanted to learn to drive, but the reality of it was I 
was very much too young and irresponsible. Well, I hounded Dad, and 
I nagged at Nom and I pleaded with Pepere. Finally, Pepere said, 
all right, he would show me how to drive the garden tractor. It was 
a standard transmission and with the field around me, how much 
danger could there be 

It was fall and the potatoes were ready for harvesting. We 
were very lucky in that we had a potato picker which was pulled by 
the garden tractor. It had huge fork-like tines in the front which 
dug down and under the potatoes, « rattling-type mechanism to shake 
off the dirt and more fork-like tines in the back for the potatoes 
to be gently glided down and onto the ground. On the top of this 
implement was a driver's seat, because if I remember right, this 
originally was intended to be horse-drawn 
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Onto the tracter I climbed, Fepere patiently explaining how the 
brake, gas and clutch pedals worked. I understood how the brake and 
eepecially the gas worked! But of what use the clutch had I didn't 
know nor care. 

Pepere climbed onto the seat of the potato picker and called 
eut to gently, very gently let out the clutch while I pressed on the 


gas pedal. Well, impatience is my middle name so I went for the 
gusto! Pepere was not expecting this and when I popped the clutch, 
the jerking almost throw him backwards onto the back tines! He 
yelled "Stop". I used both feet on the brake. Now he pitched 
forward and almost fell into the front tines. 

All I knew that day was that I was bound and determined to 
drive that tractor. I also know that if I looked back at any time 
to look at Pepere he would call it quits. So I pretended that I 
couldn't hear him, and just kept on popping that clutch. 

To his credit, Pepere didn't give up on me right away. But 
within five minutes he was clutching the seat with everything he had 
and yelling, "Au nom de Dieu, arréte!" (In the nama of God, stop!) 
That I couldn't ignore, so I stopped. 1 never did drive that garden 
tractor. It was the only time in my life that Pepere yelled at me. 
And yet even then, I knew he wasn't angry with me, but terrified for 
his life! 

And time never embittered him either. As we each grew up, 
Pepere remained a dear person in our heart able to relate to us, 
worry about us (weren't we out too late last night? Was our date a 
gentleman end treat us with respect?) and still tell us stories and 
take us cut driving to inspect the crops’ progress. 

i will always remember Pepere as a man of compassion, with a 
jank to a child's imagination and way of thinking and an all- 
encompassing love for his children and grandchildren. Sometimes 
when I'm telling my daughter a story or giving her an answer to some 
science question she's asked of me, or am frustrated in my attempts 
to teach something, I remember Popore and I try to emulate him

Alice Marie-Anne Francois Lanovaz was the eldest daughter bora 
July 11, 1922 te Joseph Lanovaz and Marianne (Kleine). Alice 
attended a one room country school called La Plaine Scheol 

After leaving school Alice worked as hired help with fam 
families in the La Plaine District, then as a housekeeper and 
telephone operator in Edam for her aunt Angele Kleine Mowbray. 
Alice had applied and had been accepted to join the Air Force, but 
her mother's serious illness nade her decide to stay home and look 
after her and her younger brothers and sisters. 

Raymond Clement Perrin was born June 11, 1921 te Louis Perrin 
and Anna (Mievre) Perrin. Ray attended Elberfeld School. At the 
age of 18 Ray's father passed avay leaving him with his mother and 
younger brother Paul to farm the land, which todey is owned and 
eccupied by his son Louis.

Although the Perrin's lived in the Rosthern R.M. and the 
Lanovaz's in the Duck Lake R.M. they were close neighbours. So Ray 
and Alice grew up together as neighbours and friends. in fact, 
Alice worked for Ray's mother, This is when Ray realized that since 
she was such a good worker, she would make a good wife. 

Marie-Anne Lanovaz fought bravely against the cancer which had 
invaded her body. she passed away in August, 1942 but not befors 
making sure that her daughter's wedding would go on as planned. 

Ray and Alice ware married November 18, 1942 at the Blessed 
Sacrament Church, Duck Lake, by Father Touchette. After a short 
honeymoon by train to Saskatoon, they settled on his mother's farm. 
His younger brother Paul lived with them until his marriage in 1943. 
This is when Rey and Alice, and their first born daughter moved in 
with Alice's father until their first two room house was built in 
1944, in the same yard as his brother Paul. 

Since her mother's death, Alice not only cared for her own 
home, but also that of her father, and was a mother figure to her 
younger sister Lorraine and brother Denis. Bread making, butter- 
churning, laundry, mending, milking cows, gardening etc. vere all 
part of a day's work. She also prepared meals for her father's 
harvest crew. 

In 1946 Ray and Alice bought a quarter of land from Alice's 
father Joe, just across the road from where they had built their 
house. They then moved their house onte that quarter, living there 
until 1977, when they built a new home in Duck Lake. Robert lives 
on and farms the home place today. 

Their very good friends and neighbours helped dig a well by 
hand. Money was very scarce, so the cribbing for the well was not

purchased before being certain that there would be water 
Consequentiy, the well caved in the same night they had finished 
digging. It filled three-quarters full of mad and water: so Ray 
went to Prince Albert, which was quite an adventure in those days, 
fo purchase some rough lumber with which to build the well crib. 
They cleaned out the well, again digging to 40 fect deep, uaing 
forks and spades to remove the heavy clay. That well is still in 
use today for cattle. 

The barn was built by Charlie Dumais in 1946, The house was 
also extended several times to acconmedate their growing family. 
First a large kitchen was added in 1950, then three bedrooms were 
Built in 1960. A large porch alec was added. Many more buildings 
were added from there on, garages, granaries, sheds, etc; as well as 
many more walls. 

Later Ray purchased another 3/4 section in the Duck Lake R.M. 
from Joe Bonet. This land today is owned and operated by his son 
Robert. 

Ray and Alice raised a family of eight children:

1395. 

Thear family contanue to be most important to them. A weekly 
trip to Rosthern is just not complete without stopping at the farm 
to ses how things are going. Back in Duck Lake a short visit to 
assure their great granddaughter Michaela of their love has become a 
daily routine. They also enjoy frequent trips to Saskatoon and 
Alberta to visit with their children and grandchildren.

Plaine District to Joseph Lanovaz and Marie Anne (Kleine) Lanovaz, 
In 1942 when Bd was 16 years old, his mother passed away due to 
gancer. Because of the close bond he had with his mother, Ed was 
ieft scarred by her demise and would carry this pain all his life. 

Ed had always dreamed of becoming a pilot, but circumstances of 
the 1940's and 50's led him to take over the family farm. In 1948 
Ed took a job in Kimberley, B.C. working in the mines with Frank 
Klassen and also helped in the building of the bridge which ie still 
standing today as you come into Kimberley. Athough he liked working 
there, he returned home at his Dad's request because Joe wae ill and 
needed Ed's help on the farm.

Ed rented the farm from his father until 1965 when he purchased 
at. At first we did mixed farming (grain, cattle, hogs and 
chickens) and then later did straight grain farming. Ed worked the 
farm with the help of his father, who made his home with us until he 
died in 1977. Ed's younger brother, Denis, also lived with us on 
the farm until he finished school and went oa his oun. 

Living with the in-laws can't always be easy, but both Zd and I 
feel our lives and that of our children were greatly enriched by Joe 
and Denis, It was from this situation that Denis became more of a 
son than a brother-in-law to me and a big brother to Billie and Pat 
To this day Ellie and Pat will turn to Denis, not so much as an 
uncle, but as a wise and living big brother 

Ed's family never knew life at home without their 'Pepere" as 
we lovingly called their Grandfather Lanovaz. Our children cannot 
xeminisce about their childhood without including Pepere. A mall 
but special momory was how Pepere always had peppermints hidden in 
his shirt pocket.

but if he did see the sheet he would nonchalantly come back home and 
be ready to leave with us. Ed and Pepere wondered for the longest 
time how on garth Denis could possibly know avery time, come home 
and ba ready cn tims to go. I could only answer that, surely, Denis 
must have ESP and the two men were amazed at his abilities. In time 
I told Ed the secret of that sheet but Pepere was never told that 
has youngest son was not psychic. 
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Ed always enjoyed hunting. It was a passion of his from 
childhood. His mother would give him a certain numbor of bullets 
and she expected him to bring hone as many gopher tails as he was 
given bullets. Hie next gopher hunting expedition, he was given 
more bullets and again was expected to bring thet same number of 
gopher tails.

After five months of living far from friends and family our 
children had no trouble coaxing us to move to Calgary. Three of our 
daughters live there and it was much closer te our two other 
daughters whe still lived in Saskatchewan. 

After several months of retired leisure and a cruise to Alaska, 
we were both bored and decided to try our hand at managing an 
apartment building. We were first Assistant Managers at the Queen's 
House with its 200 plus apartments, and after seven months we were 
offered the Manager's position at the Villa Gardens of Sommerset 
Properties Holdings with only 27 apartments. We jumped at the 
opportunity and we have never regretted it. We managed this 
building from 1987 to 1993 when we reluctantly resigned due to 
health reasons. 

During our years in Calgary Ed and I enjoyed relaxing vacations 
to both Yellowstone National Park as well as a Caribbean Cruise 
which included a visit to Disney World.

T am the oldest of five 
daughters of Ed and Cecile 
Lanovaz.

During my nine weeks of training I met Dewayne Sydney Wright 
who was training to be on the Drumheller Riot Control team. We 
became instant friends and spent a lot of our spare time together 
causing havoc and playing pranks on fellow C.0.R.P. members. 

I soon found that 
Dewayne was 14 years my 
senior, divorced and had two 
children from his former 
marriage, Sarah Anne Wright 
born May 12, 1972 and 
Dewayne Adam James Wright 
born November 30, 1974 
Despite the age gap end 
children I could not deny my 
feelings. After training I 
worked at Sask. Penitentiary 
and Dewayne returned to 
Drumheller but travelled to 
P.A. to see me every weekend 
off, I would go to 
Drumheller on my time off. 
After seven months of this 
it was too hard to keep up 
so I took the offer of a 
supervisory position in 
Drumheller, Shortly after 
moving Dewayne and T became 
engaged then married on 
September 30, 1989.

Time has quickly passed. From their humble beginnings things 
haven't changed much--all still live humbly, but with a much larger 
femily. 

It has now been thirty years since the family moved to British 
Columbia. We are all here tonight to celebrate what has proven to 
be_a_good move. We are here to honour our parents for their courage 
and foresight in making what must have been a very difficult 
decision. There must have been many times when it looked like a bad 
mistake, to have forsaken all you had known, for the unknown. But, 
we're all glad you did it.

Marguerite married Ernest Doucette on the early morning of 
January 7, 1918. ‘They embarked on the C.N. train for their 
honeymoon. The train got stuck in Warman and they were forced to 
have dinner there, arriving in Saskatoon much later in the day. 

They rented land from Mr. Tom Malone and later when this was 
sold to Mr. Gauthier they purchased a quarter from Ferd Lehmann 
where in 1932 they built a two story log house. This was only 3/4 
of a mile from La Plaine School. In summer the children would walk 
there bare feet. In winter they would go with a stone boat or later 
with a more modern conveyance--a caboose drawn by one horse. 

In 1950 they purchased the Lanovaz estate property and lived 
there for 27 years, farming, raising cattle, milking a number of 
cows and selling cream, butter and eggs for household staples. 

Later dairy trucks yould come to the yard to pick up the raw 
milk. Marguerite worked very hard putting in big gardens, canning, 
and had a big raspberry patch, selling berries by the gallons after 
the family would pick their needs. 
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Travelling eight miles to Duck Lake to attend church services 
was a must, by wagon, buggy or sleigh, summer or winter, for her 
faith was ongoing. 

Going out to pick wild berries such ae Saskatoons, 
chokecherries or cranberries was a joy to her. 

In 1966 Marguerite and Ernest sold their farm property to their 
son Hervé (Harvey) where he still resides, 

They built a house in Duck Lake to retire. They both enjoyed 
trips to Little Falls, Minnesota, her husband's birth place. 

She was thrilled to go on a senior's bus trip across Canada in 
the company of her sisters, Marie Louise (Lanovaz) Klassen and 
Héléne (Lanovaz) D'Aoust. Marguerite and Ernest greatly enjoyed 
going to the lake, on fishing trips with their daughter Denise and 
husband Clarence Harder. 

She always remembered each family member's birthday as well as 
grandchildren and great grandchildren down to the fifth generation. 

Her spouse passed away January 4, 1982 after having celebrated 
their 50th and 60th wedding anniversaries. 

She had the pleasure to attend a Doucette family reunion in 
Fort Frances, Ontario with her sister Julie (Lanovaz) Doucette's 
family. 

On August 26, 1990 she was present at a Lanovaz rendezvous in 
Duck Lake where there were a large number of family membera 
attending. Four out of five ganerations vere present. 

In 1993 poor health caught up with her with surgeries and 
cancer. She decided to sell her loved residence in Duck Lake where 
she had excelled growing beautiful flowers and a garden which she 
shared with the church, shrine and anyone who stopped to visit her. 
She was admitted in the Goodwill Manor Care Homa in Duck Lake and 
passed away June 6, 1994 at the beautiful ripe age of 95 years. She 
is buried in Duck Lake Blessed Sacrament Cemetery.

Héléne often sat on her 
mother's lap; the others would tease her a lot and call her « 
"baby". They said she was like a broomstick because she was so 
small. 

She was happy to have Marguerite Périllat, a niece, come and 
jive with her parents for tvo years so she could go to school. 
Marguerite becane more like a sister than a niece. Most of the time 
Heléne, Marcel and Marguerite walked nearly two miles to school.

Her mother was a seamstress so was kept busy with sewing and 
il the other chores needed to raise a family. 
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Héléne doosn't remenber her sister Frangoise or her brothers 
Ferdinand and René living at home, as they were already out on their 
own, Julie was also away working at the hotel. 

Héléne cepecially remambers one time, she, her father and 
mother went to Mr, Bouvards; on arrival her father dropped the reins 
on the ground and got off the buggy at the same time. The horse got 
scared and ran away. Her mother kept saying, "Tiens toi, Tiens 
toi", “hang on, hang on". Finally the horse turned into Mr. Joseph 
Kleine's yard and stopped. To this day Héléne is still very afraid 
whether it be horses or cars. 

Helene and Armand were married and lived in Duck Lake for four 
years. Muriel was born here. Arend was a talented actor and did 
classical plays with Mr. Berchmans Rio of Titanic. During this time 
he was employed at Mr. Hillyard Mitchell's store. Armand later 
found a job in Prince Albert where Antonin and Gilbert were born. 

In 1930 Armand decided to follow his parents to Montreal. Denise 
was born that same year. They lived with Mr. & Mrs. Guilbault for a 
while. Armand was working for ten to twelve dollars a week. They 
found a house where the rent was nineteen dollars a month and moved 
there. 

Hélane and the children came as often as she could to visit her 
brothers and sisters, who were all around Duck Lake. Once on the 
farm at Francoise, Muriel and Gilbert were playing around the 
stravcutter; suddenly Gilbert was minus a finger. The children 
knowing only city life didn't like the milk that came from the cows- 
they wanted bottled milk! 

‘Acmand died in 1946. Héléne carried on with her family. 

Muriel was a vell known Montreal actress in the 1940's. She played 
in theatres and had many series on the radio. There was no 
television in those daye. Denise known as Dynne also was an actress 
of radio and television and wes 2 narrator for beth. She also put 
French sound tracks to American films. One of her daughters, 
Katrine, has followed her mother's career. 

Héléne married Hermidas Daoust in 1953, a very kind and 
generous man. He died of a heart attack in 1970. 

Héléne has always been a very active volunteer, helping many 
people especially shut-ins. Even at the age of 93 she still walke 
six blocks twice a week to the Women's Centre in Montreal to help 
sort clothing. She lives in her own apartment.

I was born about five miles south of Duck Lake on September 30, 
1904, the youngest member of the Frangois Lanovaz family who had 
come from France in 1894. I attended school for seven years in La 
Plaine then in 1918 I attended Stobart school in Duck Lake where I 
completed my grade eight education with Sister Trinity. At fourteen 
years of age I graduated from grade eight. In those days I vas 
considered well educated. In fact, I was offered a job in the Bank 
of Montreal. 

I then lived and worked on the home farm. On January 14, 1925 
I married Eugenie Doucette whose family had immigrated to Carlton 
from Little Falls, Minnesota, U.S.A. Eugenie was the second 
youngest child of Joseph and Eleanor Doucette.

We then settled down to the hard farming life of those days. 
Farming methods had already progressed. We no longer used the oxen 
and hand plough, but rather a horse-drawn implement. I sat for 
hours on the gang plough pulled by four horses and walked for miles 
behind the harrow. I seeded two quarters standing on the platrorm 
of a drill. My crops of oats, barley and wheat averaged a yearly 
income of very little as wheat sold as low as 25¢ a bushel in the 
thirties. 

There wasn't the need to make many trips to town since 
travelling salesmen came to us with dried fruit, spices, sugar and 
chicory, etc. They also sold veterinary supplies and medications. 
We brought our wheat to Rosthern to be milled into flour for bread 
and baking. Besides our crops and gardens we had livestock and 
poultry. We butchered, then smoked and curad our own meat and even 
made our own sausages. We also supplemented our income by selling 
cream, cheese and butter. Eugenie made some of our clothing. 

Life was not all work and no play though. Like other members 
of the community I had taught myself to play the fiddle and along 
with some friends we provided some music for house parties. I 
remember the winter evenings which we spent socializing, dancing and 
card playing with our friends. Families took turns opening their 
homes for these gala evenings. My wife was the better of us at 
dancing the polka, two step, French minuet, schottische and square 
dance. (This was the one time I allowed myself to be lead by her) 
The parties were very lively and I can remember having to go to the 
cellar to prop up the floor with supports. Some of our winter 
sports included Moccasin dancing and broomball--to this game T lost 
one of my front teeth 
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In summer the entire community would often gather on Sundays at 
the La Plaine School grounds for softball games, picnics and same 
organized games such as sack and potato races. One of my favorite 
sports was horseshoes. 

In 1935 I was appointed agent for the Pool elevator, so with 
our five children we moved to Leckford siding (about six miles south 
of Duck Lake). My salary at the time wae $75.00 per month and was 
increased to $150.00 per month before I left. Leckford's population 
consisted of some C.N. section workers, two elevator agents and 
their families. The siding of Leckford then consisted of two 
elevators (Pool and Western), the agents' houses, the post office, 
the railway station and four residences which were converted box 
ears. These were the homes of the C.N. section workers (at the time 
some of the workers were Henry Rempel, Melinsky, Kaspar, Bannerman, 
and Friesen). During the var I was the agent for purchasing iron 
and dried bones. 

In winter there was a lot of free time and one of my pastimes 
was fret working. By converting an old sewing machine into a fret 
saw we (Henry Bailey and I) were able to produce intricate designs 
te decorate mirrors, picture frames and cabinets. Another favorite 
Pastime was the card games around the pot bellicd stove in the

station. Games were abruptly ended by the imminent arrival of the 
trains or the elevator superintendent! 

By using the plates from old batteries I was able to build a 
serviceable battery and provide the electricity for our house. The 
battery was kept charged by a windmill which was attached to the 
roof of our hou: This produced some very interesting times: no 
winds--no lights; strong winds--bright lights (sometimes to the 
point of blowing out light bulbs) ! 
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Trains were a highlight of life in Leckford. There were four 
trains a day. Buggies carrying cream cans and people converged on 
the train station at train time. on occasions when the signal flag 
was not out the train slowed but didn't stop. It was still 
interesting to go to the station and see the exchange of mail. The 
baggage man threw cut the incoming mail and post mistress Flora 
(Unruh) Perrin would heave the outgoing mail through the open door 
of the moving baggage car (and she never missed!!). On the evening 
train a friendly baggage man began the practice of throwing rolls of 
comics to my children who eagerly awaited her passage. 

‘The elevator and the box cars waiting to be filled provided 
great sport and an opportunity for mischief for the children--racing 
ever and through box cars, sliding down the cable and playing in the 
annex and wheat bins. 

Since two children were already commuting to Duck Lake for high 
school and the others were nearing that age we moved to Duck Lake in 
1945 with our family of now seven children (one daughter, Doris, had 
died in 1936). I purchased the old Dr. Touchet residence. My 
brother Ferdinand and I purchased the J. M. Pozer General Store. 

For one and a half years Ed Périllat was a partner then Carl Farwell 
became a partner in the business. Together we bought the lumberyard 
from Art Périllat. During this time we operated school busses when 
the country schools first closed. We bussed students from Carlton, 
Titanic, Horse Lake and La Plaine Schools. I enjoyed six years of 
driving bus in addition te working in the store. The partnership 
was dissolved in 1965. 1 kept the store while Carl took over the 


lumberyard.

In 1965 I built a new store building. In the old building I 
set up a laundromat and dry cleaning business which my wife managed 
for seven years. It was a new and needed service for the community. 

I retired from the store in 1978. My son Lawrence purchased 
the store building, groceries and dry goods stock while my other son 
Clarence purchased the hardware stock. Clarence purchased the old 
bakery next to the store and ran the hardware store there. 

After my retirement I still enjoyed golfing, refinishing 
furniture and doing woodwork. I also took the thresherman's cours 
at the Western Development Museum and helped to run old machinery at 
Pioneer Days at the Saskatoon Exhibition, I served several terms on 
the Town Council, Stobart School Board, Curling Rink and the Senior 
Citizen's Club.

In 1980 my wife and I had the pleasure of travelling to Gambia 
in West Africa to see our daughter Cecile. We left here in January 
when the temperature was -25°. We landed in Dakar where the 
temperature was +90°F and up to +100° in the country. Tt was 
Anteresting to see how these people live--very poor but quite happy. 
We also visited L'Isle Gorée where the slaves were kept prisoners for 
years and then sold to white "civilized" pacple in the United states 
and Europe. 

In September 1987 Eugenie Lanovaz entered the Goodwill Manor 
followed by Marcel in December 1989 where they enjoyed being near 
their dear ones until their passing: Marcel on October 15, 1993 at 
the age of 89 years and Eugenie on October 28, 1993 at the age of 86 
years. Both are buried in Duck Lake, Sask. God rest their souls.

For high school I attended 
Stobart in Duck Lake after which I was enrolled in Sr. Anne's 
Commercial Course class at the Presentation of Mary Convent.

In 1945 I left Duck Lake for my first job at a lumber company 
in Big River, Sask. Shortly after, I heard about the Saskatchewan 
Hospital in North Battleford. They were advertising for trainees. 
They vould provide training, accommodations, and uniforms, with pay 
I applied and was accepted. I reported for work in early December 
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of 1945. Because fall classes were already in progress I was 
relegated to the following September to begin studies. Tt meant 
three years of lectures, exams, and on-the-job training. It was 
also an era of radical changes, Mental illness was losing the 
stigma that had been linked to it for centuries past. Changes in 
working conditions evolved about that time with the formation of 
unions, eight hour shifts instead of twelve, sick benefits, paid 
holidays and many more benefits. 

It was during my training that I met my husband Zonnie Lasiuk, 
originally from Blaine Lake, Sask. He had been discharged from the 
R.C.A.F. in the fall of 1945. He graduated as a Registered 
Psychiatric Nurse in 1949. 

May of 1949 wes a memorable time in my life, We were married 
on the 4th and I graduated on the 11th. We lived on the 
Saskatchewan Hospital grounds in an apartment block until we moved 
to Saskatoon in 1959. An attempt in the carpentry business was 
unsuccessful so my husband then found employment at the Saskatoon. 
City Hospital as Supervisor of Orderlies until his untimely death in 
1969. 

By then we had seven children--five girls and two boys. 
Somehow, with faith and a lot of moral support from relatives and 
friends, we made it! I am proud to say our family has developed 
into a strong, close-knit unit, but not of course, without our 
trials and tribulations. We have all matured and are still learning 
from our mistakes. "C'est la vie" as they say. 

I worked at Sunnyside Nursing Home in Saskatoon for 20 years 
and now joined the ‘ranks of the retired' since 1991. With much 
deliberation and some trepidation I sold my house last summer. It 
has been quite a change--I'm still adjusting. On a brighter note, I 
am foot loose and fancy free, so to speak. I am doing some 
travelling and enjoy golfing, bowling and knitting. So far I have 
nine grandchildren ranging in age from two to twenty-one years old.

Let me first warn you that a writer I am not and I generally 
leave this to our son Rick. It has also been noted that I tend at 
times to be a bit verbose, as these pages will confirm, and my 
demeanor is generally not one lacking in self esteem. For this I do 
not apologize and I add only that what follows is to the best of my 
memory reasonably accurate and unembellished. 

I was born in April in the year of our Lord 1931 on my paternal 
grandfather's farm in La Plaine, Saskatchewan. My father, Marcel, 
was the youngest child of Frangois and Andréanne of Arenthon, Haute 
Savoie, France. My mother was Eugenie Doucette, daughter of Joseph 
and Eleanor formerly of Little Falls, Minnesota, U.S.A. and late 
residents of Spiritwood, Saskatchewan. I would like to believe I 
inherited from my grandparents some of their spirit of adventure. 
When we left the farm in 1935 I was four years old. Surprisingly 
and to this day some of my fondest memories are of life on the 
family farm. 

Marcel was a good natured, unflappable, kind generous to a 
fault person--a farmer though he was not! In fact his sister Aunt 


Helen told me he was in 
fact being groomed in 
his school years for = 
career in banking. 
Given Marcel 's 
inability to master the 
"no" word and his over 
developed sense of 
generosity the change 
in career direction was 
most certainly a 
blessing for the 
banking industry. our 
mother Eugenie on the 
other hand had all of 
the attributes 
necessary to cope and 
succeed in a difficult 
and challenging farm 
pee a period. This was not 
Frank & Irene (Saucier) Lanovaz Wedding Day in to be however. The 
Ottawa, Ont. May 18, 1949 "dirty thirties" as 
they were known with 
its plagues of locusts, drought, depressed farm product prices, : 
wilted any ambitions Marcel might have had for farming. In 1935 he 
accepted a post as Grain Buyer and Elevator manager for the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool. For the benefit of my non-farming family 
elevators were four to five story high buildings used for managing 
and storing grain crops. Leckford located a short distance from the 
family farm consisted of two grain elevators, two houses for tha | 
elevator agents, a train station and some three houses for railrcad 
workers charged with the maintenance of the railroad and station. 

We attended La Plaine School located some two miles from 
Leckford. In summer we walked to school and in winter we had the 
luxury of a horse and an open cutter. While today the horse and 
gutter is romanticized, I can assure you the charm is quickly lost 
in -25 F weather with 25/30 mph winds and drifting snow. 

School was a two story clapboard building with the first floor 
serving as classroom and the upstairs provided lodgings for the 
teacher. The enrollment varied between 30 and 40 students with the 
grades 1 to 8 being taught and the grades beyond 8 handled on a 
correspondence basis. Overseeing this motlay group and charged with 
ensuring that each received a modicum of instruction or in some 
cases discipline, was a courageous and dedicated teacher--usually a 
woman. 

In summer sports consisted mainly of softball with some inter 
school competition organized by the respective teachers. In winter 
the older boys would build a skating rink and if you were so 
privileged as to own skates and a hockey stick you were on the 
hockey team. In spring our self-made entertainment was either Knife 
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or allies. Knife consisted of catapulting a pocket knife with open 
blade off the different parts of your anatomy so as to have the 
blade imbed itself in a designated circle on the ground and 
hopefully not in yourself or your opponent

A highlight of the school year was in my mind the Christmas 
concert. The teacher would select = number of plays, groups songs, 
etc., designate the actors, distribute scripts to be learned by 
heart and costumes to be made. These were fun days with no formal 
classes, a lot of clowning around, and plenty of surprises as we 
witnessed the varied acting, singing talent of our class mates. 
Concert night was either an evening to be dreaded or prized 
depending on how well you had mastered your script and role. The 
evening culminated with a visit by Santa and for the non-believers a 
guessing game as to whose father was masquerading behind the white 
beard and red costume, Santa distributed a bag containing candies, 
Peanuts, an apple and sometimes an orange to all the children. This 
was generally one of the few times in the year T tasted an orange. 

In 1945 Marcel and his older brother Ferdinand purchased the 
General Merchant Store in Duck Lake, some six and a half miles north 
of Leckford. The village harboured some 250/300 residents, two 
public and high schools, two churches, etc. end served as the major 
trading centre for a rural community of some 1200 to 1500 people. 
Duck Lake along with Carlton and Batoche played a key role in the 
early development and history of Saskatchewan. It was here that the 
Metis and native people under the leadership of Louis Riel opposed 
the Federal Government's apportioning of the land under the 
Homesteaders Act. A bitter rebellion was fought, the details of 
which are amply covered in Canadian history books. 
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I attended Stobart High School for two years and then took a 
sabbatical. At the ripe old age of 16 I left for Ontario on a 
harvest excursion. For §10 I received a return rail ticket to 
Toronto on the agreement to work two months on an Ontario farm. I 
arrived in Toronto with a total wealth of $3.00 and a million dollar 
ambition. I was imnediately offered employment by a prominent 
Toronto lawyer who owned five farms in the vicinity of Toronto. 
Conditions of farm employment in Cntario were simply unbelievable 
given Sakatchewan standards. Work echadule vas 9 A.M. to 5 P.M. 
with one hour for lunch, Monday to Friday, and 9 to 12 on Saturday, 
with Saturday afternoon and Sunday off. Pay with good quality room 
and beard was double the going Saskatchewan rate. Unquestionably 
this was the land of milk and honey. Whoever promoted the "go west 
young man" directive was guilty of deceptive advertising--might it 
have been a Saskatchewan farmer? 

Work consisted of harvesting corn, hay, turnips for animal feed 
and caring for a small herd of purebred cattle. On Sundays I would 
take the bus to Toronto to explore its many vonders. I decided to 
stay in Toronto for a year, save a fortune and return to Duck Lake 
to finish my high school. I applied for employment at two major 
food store chains and was accepted to work for A & P Food Stores. 1 
moved to Toronto and started work at 779 Yonge Street at a salary of 


$25 a week, with two weeks paid annual vacation, group life 
insurance, @ pension plan and a forty hour work week. For a young 
man from the "boon docks" this was pretty heady stuff. 

In November A & P planned to open a large supermarket in 
Northern Quebec in the twin town of Rouyn/Noranda, This was a 
Tugged mining and lumbering community on what was termed Quebec's 
last great frontier. Since I spoke French the company asked me to 
assist in establishing the store. With a well developed sense of 
adventure I quickly accepted. Another train ticket and another 
piece of the world to see and conquer. Rouyn & Noranda were indeed 
frontier towns literally located in the middle of nowhere. In Rouyn 
Z stayed at a hotel which had a highly developed Bar & Beer Parlour 
Business. One evening the proprietor asked me to fill in for a 
waiter who was ill. Pay was tips only and if I did a goad job I 
gould earn a discount on my room and restaurant tab. ‘The one night 
ied to three nights a week and an income which on miner pay weeks 
almost equaled my income at A&P. It was hard to believe that I 
was in fact working less hours than the average Saskatchewan farm 
jabourer and earning about four times the income. Was there to be 
no end to my great good fortuna! It seemed so. My A & P superior 
soon learned of my moonlighting. I was called in for a career 
review and given sn ultimatum--"unmitigated allegiance or else...."! 
They did however offer me 2 20% salary increase plus the promise of 
@ management training program. I am to this day ever grateful I had 
the good sense of accepting to stay at A&P. I met a very pretty 
and vivacious young lady who quickly took control of my life. 
However in the early spring of 1948 Irene's family, who had by now 
become my family decided to return to Ottawa from whence they had 
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come. About one year later I received a transfer to Ottawa. In May 
1949 Irene and I were married. In June of 1950 our son Richard was 
born. We lived in a two room apartment in a nice area of town and 
shared a bathroom with another tenant family. Our good fortune took 
another turn for the better when I was promoted to assistant to the 
superintendent responsible for some fourteen stores in Ottawa and 
the Valley. About a year later I was asked to move to Toronto for 
additional training, following which I was transferred to the 
company's Montreal head office. I reported to the division manager 
with responsibilities of assisting him in the marketing/purchasing, 
etc. for some 45 Quebec stores. In March 1952 our daughter Diane 
was born and in March 1953 our third child, Phillip was born. The 
next three months were a difficult pericd for our young family. 
Philip was born with the Rh blood factor. Following some five weeks 
in the hospital under intensive care the doctors concluded there was 
little else they could do and Phil was sent home. With literally 
around the clock nursing care by Irene his condition stabilized, 
followed by a complete recovery. In May 1956 cur fourth child Lise 
was born and again we had to cope with the Rh blood factor but 
thankfully in a milder form. In these early and difficult years we 
were and remain ever grateful to Arthur and Suzanne Périllat who as 
our neighbors provided much needed encouragement and moral support. 

Th 1953 and with considerable remorse I left A & P to join a 
company I judged would better meet my carcer aspirations. It proved 
to ba a wise decision as in the following years A & P regressed and 
eventually closed shop in Quebec. Proctor & Gamble on the other 
hand was a young, thriving and dynamic growth company. My move 
meant however having to take 2 cut in pay at a time when we could 
ill afford it and starting at the bottom of the ladder. another 
major challenge was having to compete for management positions with 
top university graduates. Again here I must acknowledge though 
often critical of it the formation and work ethic one acquires as a 
result of working on a farm. A cousin Elmer Klassen recently 
reminded of an example of this character building process. In our 
early teens we had offered to stook a field of some 40 or 50 acres 
for Uncle Ferdinand at going adult stocker wages. For the benefit 
of my family stooking is taking machine made bundles of grain stooks 
weighing some 35/40 lbs. and standing 6 or & on ends in teepes 
fashion. ‘This allows the grain to dry on the stook prior to 
harvesting. As we initially curveyed the field we had contracted to 
stock our courage almost faltered. It seemed the field extended to 
the horizon in all directions. It seems we had taken on more than 
we could possibly handle. 1 hasten to add that on a Saskatchewan 
farm one never ever admits defeat. Had this been the case in the 
"dirty thirties" most farmers would have most certainly left the 
land. We were not to be shamed and not unlike the Royal Bank whose 
motto is "One customer at a time", we stocked the field--one stook 
at 2 time, finishing in the contracted time period. 

During those years while working I was back to the books in the 
evenings to obtain my senior matric to which I added some university 
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gourses in Finance and Marketing. On the job I stocked my acreages| 
each day. 

Following a number of promotions in our Quebec Division I was 
transferred to our Toronto head office for additional management 
training. This move outside of Quebec was a major shock to our 
children who at the time spoke only French. I remenber shortly | 
after arriving in Toronto a group of five or six children knocked = 
our door and wanted to see what French children looked like. 3 

In 1965 I was asked to manage our northern Ontario, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan businesses with headquarters in Winnipeg. We sold 
our Toronto hone, purchased one in Winnipeg and with some grumbling 
from the children having had to give up their friends we settled 
down to life on the prairies. I had insured Irene and the children 
that western winters were not to be feared. I asserted that the dry 
western cold was more bearable than the damp eastern weather. I 
also pointed out that actual snowfall was about 1/3 of what we were 
accustomed to in Montreal, As fate would have it my credibility 
suffered a severe setback. January mean temperature in our first 
year averaged -62F and in March we had a three day blizzard which 
closed up Winnipeg completely. Drifting snow powered by 50 MPH 
Winds covered cur back yard garage to roof level in one gigantic _ 
drift. As our good fortune would have it and about one year later 


Nes asked to return to Montreal to manage our Quebec business which 
was experiencing some difficulties, This was a real shocker for 
Irene and our by then teenage children. We had just finished = 
bnpacking the last boxes from our Toronto move, Rick by now had hie _ 
own band and Diane had discovered boys. In order to get the show a 
the road again I had to promise this would be our very last moss, =| 


1967 was a memorable year. Montreal hosted and showcased 
Canada to the world with an imaginative exciting and most 
professionally organized and managed Expo 57. In spite of having 
had to spend an inordinate amount of time locating hotel rooms for 
visitors our Quebec business prospered. 

Zn June of 1968 the company asked me to take a management 
Toseerment in Europe, Benelux specifically (Belgium, Holland, 
juxembeurg) where We were experiencing major business challenges. 
wened true to my family promise in Winnipeg and besides I enjoyed 
Montreal. To shorten what is already an exceodingly lengthy 


pnlikely we could have provided our children with an educational and 
broadening experience of thie importance on our own. We departed 
for Brussels, Belgium in August minus Richard who wanted ne‘ part in 
another move and was actively pursuing his music career. We chose

In August 1978 ve returned to Montreal and our Beaconsfield 
home which we had retained through our European assignments. In the 
spring of 1980 we again moved to Toronto where I was given sales 
responsibility for the company's Personal Care and Paper Products 
Division for Canada. We purchased a home in Mississauga a suburb of 
Toronto while continuing to retain our Montreal residence. In 1976 
we had purchased a farm in eastern Ontario located some 35 minutes 
east of Ottawa and 1% hours west of Montreal. In 1987 I retired to 
my ultimate goal--life on the farm. We purchased a home in Wendover 
near our farm while we built our present home on the farm. We moved 
for what is to be cur last move in April 1989. Our farm consists of 
640 acres, yes a full section, small by Saskatchewan standards but 
approximately four times the average size of Ontario farms. This is 
mainly a dairy region where farmers milk from 50 to 75 cows. Our 
farm is in a valley bordered by a river and some +25,000 acres of 
cultivated forest which Resources Canada uses to train its people. 
Diane and Steve built their home inmediately adjacent to the farm 
and we have just completed Lise and Andy's home across the road from 
ours. Rick who purchased our Wendover residence plans to also build 
on the farm.

Richard Canovaz 
Knowing when men lived is something 
But knowing why is something else. 
Some men never question who they are 
While others never stop wondering. 


1 was born and named Richard Francois Joseph Lanovaz, first child and son of the wedded 
Francois Joseph Lanovaz and Irene Madeleine Saucier, in the Canadian Capital city of 
Ottawa, Ontario, on June 17, 1950 

My parents were born two decades earlier and began their lives in a time much different 
from my own. The time of their youth was.a time of social and economic upheaval which, 
by the time they had reached the ages of nine, one year, more and less, had become a time 
cof war. Atages fourteen and sixteen, how far isolated and removed could they have been 
from the realities of the day? What dark clouds lifted from their horizons when the news 
of the Liberation and the Victory were announced? 
But the “Roaring Twenties’ were a roar. Aviation had bloomed into existence and was 
extending the reach ofman. In the Spirit of St. Louis, Lindbergh flew across the Atlantic 
and great German Zeppelin and British R-Series stcel gas ships reduced bridge times 
between the continents of the world 

‘My mother was born in Ottawa on March 10, 1929. At that time, the western civilized 
‘world was also much different than what it is today. ‘The recognition and the hasic rights 
of women as autonomous individuals in society were almost non existent. Practices of 
‘racial segregation were common and racism was more blatant and widespread 

Inthe summer of 1929, when my mother was just a baby, times were good, The cobbled 
streets were plied by horse and buggy alongside the early, latest model, motorized 
Nehicles. A cup of coffte cost five cents anda hamburger cost ten. Small box packs of 
five cigarettes were selling for five cents, A postage stamp or a bubble gum packet with a 
picture card were a penny and a newspaper could be had for two pennies, Movie 
admission cost ten cents and a three bedroom house could be purchased for under three 
thousand dollars. Salaries were typicaly inthe fifteen to twenty five dollar per week 
range 

Many who at that time thought they had the cat by the tal running downhill, an 
expression my father rather enjoyed using, were about to come to terms with the 
inevitable consequences of a rapid and growing global economy coming to a sudden hat. 
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What caused the Crash of 1929" has been the subject of examination and study by 
economists, political scientists and historians ever since On October 29, seven months 
after my mother was born, a day since remembered as Black Tuesday, the economies of 
‘Canads, the United States and of the ‘Civilized world’, collapsed. What followed was a 
decade of economic hardship and social unrest which has come to be known as ‘The Dirty 
Thirties’ 

During the Great Depression, men boarded freight trains in search of work or to escape 
the hopeless living conditions of their hometowns and villages. Vagrancy laws were 
responsible for the incarceration of individuals who were homeless and poor. Make work 
labour camps were set up as relief camps, The Canadian Federal Government paid farm 
labourers five dollars a month to work on farms where the owners agreed to provide the 
workers with room and board in exchange for their labour, In blatant disregard and in 
flagrant violation of even the lax labour laws of the day, sweat shops thrived in the 
manufacturing sector where salaries dropped to well below ten dollars for a sixty to one 
hundred hour work week. Hundreds of riots erupted in the streets of Canadian cities 
Where rioters were brutally dealt with by the police forces of governments who were slow 
to find solutions to the real problems of the country. 

‘My mother’s childhood memories are the memories of life as a child living in a cultured 
urban centre, in a large lively family composed of thirteen members. They are the 
memories of the personal bonds that existed between herself, her parents, her brothers and 
her sisters. The Saucier family shared what it received for the work of those who were 
old enough to work but it also shared equally in the responsibility of caring for each other 
The older children looked after the younger ones who saw their older siblings as 
‘extensions of their parents. How else could a mother cope with so many children, living in 
a working class free society during such times? 

Since my parents generation, the profile of the family unit has undergone significant 
change. For each of the next two generations, family size would be reduced on average by 
about fifty percent 

While the term ‘Dirty Thirties’ appropriately describes living and social conditions of the 
nineteen thirtios decade, in the southem and central part of the Canadian prairies, where 
my father's family bappended to be at thet time, the term takes on a more literal 
significance 

It must have seemed as if Saint John himself had rang the bell signalling the beginning of 
the time of tribulation, described in the Book Of Revelation The rains dried up and the 
land became a desert, The ‘Dust Bowl’ reached north to all populated agricultural areas 
ofthe western prairie. Year after year, the rains held off Dust storms biackened the sky 
and hot parched summers ravaged the stocks of unsold animals who died of starvation 
Armies of locusts flying in cloud formations moved across the fields, voraciously 
evouring all manner of plant life, including the grain and food cultivation. Finally, where 
that was not enough, hail storms like never before seen, crashed down onto the western 
prairie, causing even more destruction. 

‘My father was born at home on. April 12, 1931, on his grandfather's farm in the Village of 
Laplaine, roughly situated between Saskatoon and Prince Albert in the Province of 


Saskatchewan, 2 
In the same area, some thirty seven years back, in April of 1894, my great grandfather, 


also named Francois Lanovaz, of Arenthon, La Haute Savoie, France, established a 
foothold in North America. In the spring of that same year, he and his family landed in 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. A French military man, married to Andree Genon, also of France, 
Francois brought his wife and their four children, Francoise, Ferdinand, Julie and Rene, to 
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live in the area where my father would one day be born, an area which was at that time 
considered part of the Northwest Territory in a twenty five year old confederation called 
the Dominion of Canada. 

Like many other Europeans, the promise of land for the taking had enticed them to travel 
accross the mighty Atlantic and then through half the New World continent to settle. One 
hundred and sixty acres of forested land were conditionally granted by the British Crown 
to my great grandfather and his young family on the proviso that the land be cleared of 
trees and transformed into farmland within a specified period of time. The new settlers 
would receive, in exchange for their labours, title and deeded ownership of the land. 

Here in the new world, Andréanne and Francois survived and continued to have children. 
First came Marie-Louise, Joe, Marguerite, Helene than finally the youngest of the children, 
Marcel my paternal grandfather was bom. These children became the first generation 
Lanovaz to be born in this country, 

The pioncer settlers lives could not have been easy. Before the first prairie winter, after 
the long journey to what must have seemed like ‘nowhere’, log and sod houses had to be 
built to shetter the ‘babies’ from the cruel elements of a northern wilderness winterland 
unlike any they had experienced before, With their limited supplies disappearing quickly, 
they learned much from their difficult yet survivable experience. They learned that they 
had to integrate themselves into the new environment to survive. They learned to 
communicate and they learned to adapt. They also learned to use rifles to hunt small prey 
for food and sustenance 

‘The fur skin trade was vigorous and alive and was being done in partnership with the 
people who were already here living alongside, ‘The aboriginal populations not only knew 
the landscape. They knew the Land. Largely populated by the Cree nations, the land was 
considered sacred and holy, For the natives of America, the elements of nature, including 
every living species known to them, every legend, every historical event, the heavens, the 
wind, the Sun, the Moon, lightning and fire, all were of special significance 

‘The trail of the ‘white man’ was also significant. Not long after the arrival of the ‘white 
man’, the rights of the Metis and the ‘Indians’ were soon being violated. The famous Louis 
Riel Rebellion followed and was crushed by the leadership of the emerging Dominion 

My grandfather Marcel was born and grew up on the Lanovaz farmstead 

Like all pioneer settiers, everyone learned to work long end hard to provide for themselves 
and their families 

At age twenty one, on January 14, 1925, my grandfather was married to Eugenie 
Doucette, my grandmother. Her family had come to the region from Grand Prairie, 
Minesota, on the other side of the United States border, Her family’s history stretches 
back to the earliest days of the discovery and exploration of America, It is a colorful 
history played out by courageous and strong, legendary individuals 

One of the characters featured in the written record of my grandmother's family history, 
the Doucettes, was a handsome Chippewa Nation Chief named Hole In The Day. The 
Chippewa or Ojibwe as they are also known, trace their ancestry to the Algonquin group 
of Native American Nations Originally from the Ssint Lawrence River region, they 
emigrated west, together with the Ottawa and Potawatomi tribes They fought alongside 
the French against the British in numerous North American wars and they sided with the 
British against the Americans during the Amarican Revolution and the War of 1812, The 
Ojibewa religion end mythology revolved around the grand medicine society. Quite 
recently, an acgaintance of mine who was studying archeology at the university of 
Carleton, related in detail a trip he made to Northern Ontario. He was bringing his mother 
who was dying of cancer, to an old woman he had new ¢ r 2t, an Ojibwa healer who lives 
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among the wild creatures of her natural forest. It was a moving story that spoke of 
desperation in the face of the limitations of modern western civilized medicine. It also 
spoke of faith and triumph as the widespread cancer in my friend’ s mother receded and 
then disappeared immediately following the healing, in defiance of established, modern 
scientific explanation, 

Six years after the wedding of Marcel and Eugenie my paternal grandparents, the first of 
their five sons, the third of the eight children, my father was born on the homestead, in the 
family home as it was commonly and quite naturally done in those days. The birth of my 
father and of his brothers and sisters is a testimony to the courage of the members of the 
Lanovaz and Doucette families who first came to this land. But itis thanks to the work, 
perseverance and determination of those who chose to stay that has blessed their 
descendants with such a tremendous heritage and legacy. 

‘The Lanovez General Store in Duck Lake where my grandfather worked for much of his 
life, was the only place where all manner of goods could be purchased locally by the 
residents of nearby communities, Under a single roof, meats, produce and dried foods 
were stocked along with dairy products, clothing and hardware, In 1954, as boy of four 
during my first visit to the ancestral region, I remember admiring a particular toy crane 
displayed on a shelf, inthe toy section. I marvelled at the obvious advantages of owning 
‘one’s own store, That very toy crane became a birthday gift from my grandfather the 
following year when he visited our family where we lived, in Montreal. 1 wish I could 
have kept it 

‘Youngsters who grew up during the Great Depression had nothing to compare their 
experience to and therefore likely did not consider themselves to be disadvantaged 
However sheltered they may have been from the realities of the times, there was at least 
some exposure to suffering and dashed hopes. The values which were formed in the 
young minds of my parents during their early times would remain with them for the rest of 
their lives, 

While my parents grew up and went to school, the decade ended and was replaced by 
another which threatened to be even worse than the first. Hitler’s Germany was marching 
on Europe with the help of Mussolini's Italy, while Japan in an alliance with Germany and 
ttaly, was conquering countries in the Pacitic region of the globe. The Second World War 
called upon young Canadians and Americans to fight the Nazis and the other Axis powers 
Canada, just barely a post colonial country under Great Britain, was the first American 
country to get involved in the war. The United States finally declared war on Germany 
following the sinking of American passenger ships in the Atlantic by German LI-Boats and 
then on Japan following the attack on Pear! Harbor in the Pacific. 

The war which began in 1939 ended definitively in 1945 with the detonation of two 
nuclear Weapons over Hiroshima and Nagasaki in Japan, The dawn of the nuclear age had 
come upon the world, 

My mother lived with her family and attended school in her native Ottawa along with four 
brothers and seven sisters, Together they prayed, sang, played the piano, danced and 
listened to the radio, 

Sometime after the return of two brothers who had seen action as serving members of the 
Royal Canadian Forces fighting the war in Europe, my mother and her family left Ottawa 
for a short period of time to work in Rouyn, situated in northern Quebec. There, in a 
grocery store where she worked, my mother first met my father 

Hailing from the town of Duck Lake and not much older than fifteen years but with a 
Strong desire to have money in his pocket, experienced in farm work, horse riding and 
handling, ete,, my father to be, the son of his father Marcel, aimed to find and did settle for

a paying job in @ “city” grocery chain store, Available summer farm work in the Toronto 
area is what had attracted him to eastern Canada but it was the grocery store business that 
kept him there 

By the time she first introduced my father to be to her family, Irene, my mother must have 
been eighteen years old and my father sixteen. A lively, high spirited, sociable, caring and 
very kind people, the Saucier family just about adopted him and he them 

And so it was that at the closing of a decade which had almost been completely overtaken 
by world war, a new era of unexpected peace, opportunity and prosperity began, heralded 
by the modulated brass sounds of the big bands, 

On the North American continent and in Western Europe, the end of the second world 
war in 1945 signaled the beginning of a new age After the suffering of the Great 
Depression, the waste and sacrifices of tivo world wars, there followed a period of 
healing, rebuilding and optimism For many, like my parefits, austere prospects gave way 
to a cautious yet renewed confidence in the future. This renewal manifested itself as an 
increase in prosperity as well as an increase in birth rates, resulting in a healthy 
demographic surge which would later come to be known as the ‘Baby Boom’. The 
umber of ‘Baby Boomers’ who were born between roughly 1945 and 1965, became 
significant enough to substantially lower the median age of the total populations in Canada 
and the United States, The baby boom period would be a period of relative peace and 
stability in the world. Ensuing economic development and growth in the western world 
‘nd in Japan would lead to unprecedented levels of prosperity and scientific achievement 
Man would soon leave the planet Earth for the first time and set foot on the Moon. 

My parents’ wedding was celebrated in LEglise Sacre Coeur in Ottawa on May 18, 1949 
Iwas bom in June the following year, somewhat reluctantly it seems, at the Ottawa 
General Hospital 

In the autumn of my first year, my mother and I left Ottawa, along with my father. 1 
sensibly recall being carried in her arms as she bid adieu 10 our native city and from the 
Ottawa Central Station which was situated directly across the street from the Chateau 
Laurier, we boarded a Montreal bound train 

AAs the train wound away from the Bytown fortress, the rolling motion was accompanied 
by a moving panorama visible through the large coach windows, The gray stone of the 
Hill yielded to a gray, sulky, overcast sky. This was the first departure for our newly 
formed family In the years to come, many more departures and new destinations would 
follow, ultimately flinging us out into the world, to foreign lands, languages and cultures 
Thirty eight years would pass before my parents would return to settle in a farming 
community just outside the Ottawa-Carleton regional boundary, in the interior of Eastern 
Ontario, in ‘le village de Bourget’ Here my father would build their retirement home. 

| waited only twenty three years before returning to my natal region to live, establish a 
career and raise a family. My earliest memories of Ottawa are of great old frame houses 
with banisters, stairs and crystal chandeliers, Large brightly lit mirrored halls ornately 
adomed with patterned silk curtains. Rich furniture fabrics and wallpapers trimmed in 
dark carved woods, Soft tinted light accompanied the soft spoken whispers of the 
evening before a child would sleep in my mother’s home. A. tribute to the splendor of a 
more classic age when great art was acknowledged as being divinely inspired 

Verdun, Notre Dame De Grace, Sainte Therese, Rosemont and Ville D’ Anjou are the 
names of the areas in and around Montreal where we resided during the years of our first 
decade. 
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My best memories of that period, my early childhood, are of the connection our growing 
family developed with the Perillat family. My good aunt Suzanne and uncle Arthur 
‘enriched our lives immeasurably, As. child, and possibly still today, I had an insatiable 
appetite for knowledge. Selective knowledge no less! | must have asked a thousand 
questions to anyone who seemed willing to give me the time of day. While question 
period with my father was more an exercise in seeing how long a pause between a 
question and an answer shauld be before one could reasonably conclude that there wasn’t 
going to be an answer and that it was therefore appropriate to carry on with one's 
business. And if my uncle was also present, one of my questions was likely to be met by & 
draw of smoke trom the ever present pipe, followed by a short pause, a poker face, then a 
few good natured chuckles and finally a resumption of the philosophical and self assured 
communication which he and my father seemed to enjoy sharing with each other so much. 
Aunt Suzanne, on the other hand, could be depended upon to nurture my inquisitive 
young mind, Not unlike my mother, she would often spend hours answering my endless 
questions, My aunt Suzanne recognized and supplemented my insatiable hunger for 
knowledge by bringing me to the great commercial and cultural establishments of 
Montreal, We saw the Walt Disney movies Bambi and Pinochio which were being 
introduced to audiences on the big screens, We looked at great illustrated books on my 
favorite subjects, Science, astronomy, aviation, visual art, architecture and music were the 
beacons of my youth. My aunt Suzanne and my mother patiently kindled the light of those 
beacons through the years of my tender youth 

Tt must have been the Christinas of 1954 that I received from my aunt and uncle a large 
Wrapped box, Inside was a treasure trove of old radios and record players. I spent hours 
taking these apert, fascinated by the discovery of these wonderful mechanical systems, 
Another gift I recall receiving from my aunt and uncle wes a book on the subject of 
aviation. On the cover was an illustration of the Avro Arrow jet fighter aircraft in fight 
This Canadian built aircraft was undoubtedly the best performance aircraft in the world at 
that time It’s development speaks of tremendous creative and technical achievement 

For me, the illustration represented the future, My own personal affinity for this aircraft 
was due in part to the aircraft identification RI. 102 painted in large black letters on the all 
white delta winged aircraft coinciding nicely with my own initials The only other 
Significant marking on the aircraft was the thin red and blue lightening bolt-lke line 
painted along the length of the aircraft, The performance of this aircraft was so advanced 
that it would be ranked even today, among the top fighter aircraft in the world and it 
‘would exceed all of them in certain aspecis, 

The future of this aircraft would be short lived In an incomprehensible manner, the 
blueprints, the production assembly and the seven constructed aircraft would all be 
destroyed under orders from the Canadian government headed up at the time by a newly 
elected western Canadian Conservative prime minister by the name of John Dicfenbaker 
National defence priorities shifted from the threat of invading bombers to counterance of 
the new threat of intercontinental ballistic missile attack. Missiles were required 
Unfortunately, along with the Avro Arrow went a brilliant future for a bright new 
industry, a chance for Canada to be a major world leader in aircraft production, Certainly 
the project had been expensive but the money had been already largely spent. Only the 
benefits to be gained remained to suffer the euts, In retrospect, the total cost would have 
been far less than what the Canadian government would end up spending later in trying to 
attract to this country, the kind of technological talent which was lost to American 
aeronautics and space programs following the dismantling of the avietion industry in 
Canada, 
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Our family grew in size. My sister Diane was born in 1951, my brother Philippe was bom 
{in 1952 and in 1956, my youngest sister Lise was born. We spoke French and received 
‘our primary education in the French language, Our exposure to the English language was 
limited to what we leamed in school and what was being broadcast on the airwaves Via 
Tadio and later via television, we were connected to the rest of the world, albeit in a 
language I did not always fully understand at the time. 

One did not need to understand the language to understand the music of the decade. The 
calming and sometimes morose songs of Frank Sinatra, Bing Crosby and Perry Como 
gave way to the vibrant, rocking sounds of the USA. Chuck Berry, Little Richard, Gerry 
Lec Lewis, Great Balls of Fire, and the king himself, Elvis Presley, would claim the decade 
for the youth of America, Like a tidal wave, American rock music would sweep across 
the oceans, washing up on the shores of all the continents of the world. On the European 
Continent, the impact of American music was tremendous. The shock wave, less than a 
decade later was carried forward and amplified by the youth of Britain’s Liverpool and 
would within a decade, reverberate against and even through the Iron Curtain 

‘The story of post world war America in the ‘fifties® is the story of the celebration of 
freedom. While rock music became the story’s soundtrack, American cars became the 
visual backdrop. The creative spirit of the times was reflected in the lineup of new car 
design modets which evolved annually, Two tone, bright, candy colored models replaced 
the monochrome black and dark hues of previous years’ models. Clearly inspired by the 
jet age, utilitarian forms gave way to elaborate, futuristic looking ones. “As though ready 
for flight. cars featured large chromed, cone shaped front bumper assemblies, expanded 
curved glass panels and sculptured scons and tail fins 

{In 1954, before the term *T'V" had come into use, a television set was installed in our 
home. At age four, late afternoons on week days, all manner of play was dropped and 
left at the sandbox as Howdy Doodie, Roy Rogers, Mighty Mouse and Hi-Ho Silver. the 
Lone Ranger aired. Weekend TV highlights included Lassie, Father Knows Best, and 
Leave it to Beaver, On Sunday afteoons, Walter Cronkite presented “The World as it 
Was’, a visual documentary of historical world events, mostly of a world at war as 1 
recall, or “History in the making” as Welter Cronkite liked to call it, The best family 
Viewing was provided on Sunday evenings. The adventure, education and fantasy 
Productions of Walt Disney held a magical quality which capiivated an entire generation of 
young people in a way that had not been possible before the advent of television, Also on 
Sunday evenings, guests ofthe Ed Sullivan Show were provided with the oportunity to 
Perform and entertain for the largest audiences ever, television audiences 

Radio Canada, the French language branch of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, 
also had a lineup of outstanding children’s entertainment television shows. It may be 
difficult to gauge the degree of impact American programming, was having on French 
Canadian metropolitan society, but the fact that it had such a profound influence on me at 
4 time when my contacts with English speeking Canadians were almost non existent, is of 
some significance, Most significant however, is the impact the television medium would 
have on the affairs of free democratic societies. Over the next four decades, the television 
medium would inform, educate, influence and transform the general public It would alter 
people's expectations and would eventually raise their levels of awareness and also their 
levels of skepticism. Political leaders would place increasing value on public opinion or 
ignore it at their own peril and demise Appearance would become as important as 
substance. Eventually, electors would become more discerning and more intolerant of 
leaders who fail to communicate honestly and effectively. ‘Charisma’ became a term 
‘entrenched in modern political lingo 
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During the later part of the ‘fifties’, the media focused attention on the realities of racial 
segregation in the United States, Images of armed policemen moving in to disrupt 
peaceful black marchers protesting for their civil rights underlined and highlighted the 
inconsistencies of a society that preached about freedom and equality to the rest of the 
world. I was ten years old at the turn of the devade, | spoke almost no English, but I was 
very aware of the turmoil that existed south of the Canadian border. As a child, T saw the 
hate but I could not understand it, Now as an adult, I have a much brosder perspective on 
things and I still cannot understand it. 

Just prior to 1959, my father’s youngest brother Lawrence had come to live with us. The 
white shoes and sparkled jacket he brought with him, although | don’t recall seeing him 
wearing them much, gave him away as a child of the rocking fifties. 

He was a teenager at the time, and I was impressed. Being the oldest child in my family, 1 
looked forward to having someone breeking new ground and giving mea glimpse of the 
things to come in life 

My brother Phil and I had to overlook just a few shortcomings which were attributed to 
the fact that our uncle was from a different part of the country. I particularly remember 
the first time our uncle Lawrence tock us to see a movie. My father had driven us to the 
theater and afterwards we were to take a city bus back home, In those days, bus passes 
did not exist. One could either drop a ticket or fifteen cents into the coin box, a 
rectangular shaped, glass sided box which was vertically positioned next to the bus driver 
When the bus arrived at our stop, our revered uncle jumped aboard the bus, money in 
hand and & cigarette hanging from his mouth. The driver promptly advised him that 
smoking was prohibited on the bus. Without missing a beat, my uncle took the cigarette 
and with that reassuring smile on his face, licked the offending butt into the coin box, 
obviously thinking that it was an ashtray. There! Problem solved, My brother and I 
looked at each other in horror and disbelief as the driver suddenly became very agitated at 
the prospect of seeing the contents of his tll going up in smoke while my uncle warmly 
and blushingly apologized. 

Talso remember the time our uncle Lawrence took my brother and I to the barber shop. 1 
‘was never really disposed to having any appreciation for haircuts to start with My life's 
heroes were Chopin, Mozart, Daniel Boone, the Three Musketeers, ‘Tarzan, Jesus Christ 
and not Peewee Herman. All of my role models wore their hair long. Yet for reasons | 
continue failing to fully appreciate, the style for men at that time, if one can call it that, 
was very short hair, So short was it in fact, that when one ran one’s hand along the back 
and sides of one's head, st#f, prickly stubble was all that could be felt. The only half 
decent feature of those *h dst, es” was that a slightly longer length was allowed to grow 
onthe top of the head. C athis yarticular occasion, a source of great enjoyment for my 
Uncle, my brother and I came’ me from the barber with nothing but stiff, prickly stubble, 
on the back, on the side and on the roof. goof But the real story of hair would be a story 
of the ‘sixties’. 

By the time 1959 came along, our family had moved up in the world, My father’s work 
with the Proctor and Gamble company had provided my parents with the means to 
purchase a bungalow in Ville D" Anjou, in suburban Montreal. My aunt and uncle 
Suzanne and Arthur Perillat were well established in their art print and framing business 
located in Montreal's west end. My father worked long hours and on Saturdays he would 
often drive to my uncle's shop where he would make furniture for us, He also made doll 
cribs and other wooden toys to give to the poor at Christmas, We attended church 
regularly on Sundays. Religion was perhaps the most important subject in the French 
Catholic primary school system. Failure to do well in religion meant losing a student his 
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year. Schools were gender segregated. That is to say that boys and girls were kept 
strictly apart. Girls, including my sisters occupied onc end of the school building and boys 
‘occupied the other end. A fence wes used to separated the sexes in the school yard 
Fraternizing was strictly forbidden and was punishable, Punishment included humiliation 


by public display of the students who transgressed against school rules, face up against the 
wall 


The “sixties” was a turbulent decade, In 1961, John F. Kennedy was elected as president 
of the United States and although his presidency would be tragically terminated only two 
years later, in the short period of his administration, he firmly set the course for his 
country. Civil rights reforms at home end the rallying of the country to put an man on the 
moon before the end of the decade were monumental undertakings, 

In 1962, the world was reminded that life in the nuclear age could, at a moment's notice, 
come to an abrupt end, School children prepared for the fall of the Damocles sword by 
participating in civil exercises in anticipation of impending nucleer attack. Alert sirens 
sounded as regular radio ané television broadcasts were interrupted with instructions 
aimed st helping the population to survive a nuclear attack, The showdown between the 
two super powers, the United States and the Soviet Union, involved the installation of 
Soviet nuclear missiles on the shores of the American continent in Cuba. It was resolved 
after American president Kennedy gave the Soviet Union an ultimatum: Remove the 
missiles or else Cuba would be removed from the map, During the days of the Cuban 
missile crisis, school yard foolishness was replaced by serious discussion on the topic of 
hydrogen bomb megatonnage 

Another major challenge of the Kennedy administration, although its’ effect and 
implications would not be felt for a few years, was the decision to get involved militarily in 
‘Vietnam, at the request of the French government 

Lreceived my first bicycle as a gift. A three speed, racing green Raleigh which had been 
found by the police after it had been lest or stolen, it was auctioned off and purchased by 
my father for seventeen dollars. Not long after that it disappeared. We presume it was 
stolen again 

As a regular little man in motion I had always been fascinated by mobility. I had moved 
Lup to two wheclers from tricycles and wegons, mostly by riding my fiiends’ bikes. In 
1962, | opened and beheld the object of my passion This was the brand new Sears 
Sportflite The color of light metallic green, with shiny chrome fenders and sem: balloon 
whitewall tires, this was the bike I had carefully selected from the catalog over a year 
before and had admired ever since. A newspaper delivery route of La Presse de Montreal 
‘was necessary to purchase this fify six dollar bike. 1 rode this baby far and wide on the 
island of Montreal. Le Mont-Royal, les Jardins Botaniques du Pare Lafontaine, les 
‘champs, les bois et les sentiers! 

Inspired by “L’Histoire du Canada’ as it was taught in school, the war against the English 
‘was kept alive in our neighborhood. My friends and I spent much time and energy 
preparing for battles that almost never materialized. On hills where we gathered and 
buried treasure, we built forts, We seldom saw the enemy but we knew they were out 
there 

‘One winter day when walking to school with my friend Pierre, a snowball fight erupted 
with some English boys across the street, My mother had always taught me to avoid 
fights but my friend Pierre who was more aggressive than I was, became so outraged and 
insulted at the realization that the quick white flash and thud of @ snowball landing right 
behind him had come from a group of boys who were not only continuing their attack but 
‘who were also having a great laugh at our expense. The provocation and the indignation 
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s many braves as 
imselfinto a 


‘me, I was apprehensive and preparing for the worst. They would have to make the first 
move, Then to my astonishment and relief, as though I was some kind of formidable and 
Fearsome foe; one by ore, the lads expressed openly that they did not want to fight. Their 
leader, | don't recall his name, suggested a truce. We shook hands and he invited me to 
his home where he showed me his Indian arrow collection, his rock collection and his 
stamp collection. | was struck by the organization and the order of it all 

Compared to his room, mine was a disaster. What my room lacked in organization and 
order, it made up for in variety of subject content. From a thirty two frog habitat to an art 
studio, my room was also my brother Phil's room 

{n the soring of 1963, my father announced that he had been offered a promotion in the 
company and that we would be moving to Toronto in the province of Ontario, ‘This was 
Going to be a major change for us, We would have to learn English and attend English 
school 


Since been aptly named “The British rock invasion’ 

ane anxieties of starting schoo! asa foreigner were quickly dispelled withthe actual start 
ofthe school year. For one thing, there were girls inthe same classroom, Sone of them 
Tread hee? Coral to be wearing “ilsies’, They called me ‘Frenchie’. Ave we secing « 
thread here? Girls were “hot” and guys were ‘cool’. I had no trouble deciphering the 
language but my french accent must have been 4 hoot.

The landing of the Beatles in America in 1964 was more than just a long haired fad The 
Beatles, the Rolling Stones and countless other memorable British groups were the first 
‘echoes from Europe of the original American rock shock wave that had began to move 
out almost a decade earlier. 
‘The first four letters in the name Beatles indicates a rhythm pattern, “Beat” was also a 
reference to the ‘beat generation’, a rebel subculture of a sector of American youth who 
resisted conforming to materialistic values in favor of searching for spiritual meaning The 
Beatles sported longish hair which was combed forward, covering part of their forcheads 
‘Their fans quickly started to catch on to this style, In homes across the land, parents 
clashed with their sons over the length of their hair. 
I became fascinated by the drums, My first performance in front of an audience was in 
1965, I had not yet celebrated my fifteenth birthday when two guitarists and I performed 
three songs at 2 high school show A rented drum set was used and our opening number 
‘was a California surfing song with a heady drum beat titled ‘Wipe Out’ 
My father, hoping that I would switch to a less imposing musical instrument, arranged that 
take guitar lessons at the local mall music store, I took three lessons then decided to 
quit. As I had done with playing the drums, I pretty much taught myself to play the guitar 
took up playing the guitar but continued to “beat’ the drums as well, much to my father's 
chagrin. 
While we lived in Toronto, 1 spent one summer working at my uncle Arthur Perillat’s shop 
in Montreal and another summer doing road surfacing work with my uncle Ed Perillat in 
Duck Lake, Saskatchewan. The money eamed during the summers went to purchase a set 
of drums 
Our family moved from one part of Toronto to another and less than one year later, we 
moved again. This time it was to Winnipeg in the province of Manitoba, 
Not long after we arrived in Winnipeg, | taught Denton Page how to play bar chords on 
the guitar and together we taught Bob Clarkson to play the bass. We evolved into a 
group that could compete with other groups in the surrounding area, We practiced up on 
enough songs to enable us to hold dances at community halls, church halls and private 
Parties. We worked at it and were rewarded with that special satisfaction that comes with 
performance in front of @ live audience. Although my family and I would not be in 
Winnipeg long enough to see it, the band would eventually become successful in the west, 
under the name “Hay Market Ride’ 
My mother and most of my family put up with the music practices at our home. My 
mother knew it was important to us and also because she felt it was important that 
children and teenagers should not be alienated from their homes and families. Many years 
later, my Winnipeg friends still hold fond memories of my mother and of our family. 
While in Winnipeg, my brother Phil played hockey and my sister Lise joined the Girl 
Guides, ‘She also took up violin in school, My school grades were average but my. 
academic performance was stated to be below the level of my abilities. I would Inter 
recognize this kind of evaluation being dispensed to my own children. Pethaps there is a 
genetic condition that predisposes us to perform ‘below’ the leve! of our abilities, Grant 
Park High school in Winnipeg conducted aptitude tests on its’ students. My test results 
indicated a very high aptitude in mechanical reasoning, ‘There is some comfort to be had 
from the knowledge that eventhough we may not be performing to the level of our abilities 
in school, we do at least have high abilities 
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(Our family moved back to Montreal in time for the opening of the World Exhitition of 
1967, My parents bought a house in Beaconsfield on the west side of the island. This 
time around, we were fully bilingual and would continue to attend school in the English 
system. 

The next few years would be tumultuous, Flower power, a happening of young people in 
San Francisco, California who called themselves ‘hippies", who rejected traditional 
‘materialistic values and preached about making love not war, hit on the scene 
“Trudcaumania’ erupted in Canada as Pierre E. Trudeau, a young Quebec Liberal who 
spoke of a just society, won the national federal election to become prime minister of 
Canada. 

Increasing international attention focused on America’s involvement in the war in 
Vietnam. Civil rights organizations joined with pacifists and occupied university campuses 
in protest of the war American young men who had been drafted into the armed forces to 
ficht the spread of communism in Vietnam publicly burned their draft cards 
‘The "generation gap’, a term coined by the American media to highlight a fundamental 
popular ideology split along age groups, divided America on the question of the war in 
‘Vietnam, Most people in my age group, perhaps as a result of our own early influences 
and experiences, were convinced that American foreign policy was having the opposite 
effect of encouraging, as opposed to stopping the spread af Communism in the world 
That point of view was later reinforced as | traveled in Europe and discovered that much 
of the youth there had already moved in that direction as a result of American foreign 
policy. 

Back in America, the ‘generation gap’ gave way to the ‘credibility gap’, another media 
term describing the dangerous chasm which was growing between what leaders were 
saying, and what they were actually doing in the face of fractured popular support for the 
war 

‘Among the images and sounds of the massive bombing and war in Indochina being 
broadcast daily, were those of the American student war protesters chanting “Power to 
the people” and waving peace signs, John Lennon recorded the famous “Give Peace a 
Chance” at the Queen Elizabeth Hotel in Montreal while Bob Dylan’s “Blowing in The 
Wind” asked: How many deaths would it take until we realized that too many people had 
died? 

By nineteen seventy, the end of the sixties had come, On that year, under president 
Richard Nixon’s administration, at Ohio State University, the American National Guard 
‘opened fire on @ group of unarmed anti-war student protesters, killing four of them 


There would be no victory for this war. Nor would president Nixon complete his term in 
office 

In 1968, with barely a grade ten, [left school to continue my education, ‘The beat became 
my teacher and life my professor. 

Music, in the acoustic sense was physical and the electronic amplification and recording 
systems were technical. Creation, expression and art were the high ground in a 
‘commercial performance landscape where experience, in the Jimmy Hendrix sense of the 
‘word, was @ mountain that needed to be climbed. 

While my family prepared to move, to Europe this time, I signed @ one year contract with 
a five man group. We performed British, American and French Canadian popular songs 
along with some original material in a dynamic energy environment. 

Typically they were two week engagements in hotel bars throughout the southern parts of 
the province of Quebec. Occasionally they were shows, The best of these in my opinion 
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\was an open air, noon hour engagement at Place de Ville in downtown Montreal which 
took place in the late summer of sixty eight, From an elevated platform on which we 
performed, the crowded plaza could be seen filing below as the office complex hunch 
‘crowd poured out from the sky high towers. Tower mounted hom systems beamed out 
ur sound which was echoed back by the glass and concrete surfaces of the city centre 
After our performance, as we climbed down fiom the platform, the crowd which had 
assembled in a tight mass surrounding the scaffolding did not move out. We were mobbed 
‘as we tried 10 make our way towards the entrance to one of the office towers. 


But then it was back on the road and six hours per night, six nights per week on the hotel 
Circuit, The money we made was partially pooled to pay for recording studio time which 
was expensive but necessary if we hoped to land a distribution and promotion deal 
It was idealistic and perhaps naive 1o expect that such a deal would materialize within one 
Year. None did of course. However, based on the power of our performance, not on our 
demo recordings, we did receive some very interesting and promising offers in the spring 
of 1969, one of them being an invitation to a North American tour as a start up act to one 
of Montreal's top anglo popular music headliners. Unfortunately, by then all the members 
of the group had deciced to retum to school. Fame and fortune may have been just 
‘around the comer but we all had the distinct feeling that this was ‘last call’ for a normal 
life. 
When | rejoined my family during the summer of sixty nine, they were living in hist. 
Waterloo, outside of Brussels in Belgium. At the International Schoo! of Brussels, an 
American high school in Europe, I loaded up on enough subject courses to secure @ high 
School education in one year. | graduated in the class of70, At the same school, my 
sister Diane had met Steve Washam, the man she would later marry and my brother Phil 
would meet Lynn, his future wife. 
After graduation, I briefly attended university but found it stifling and claustrophobic. 1 
decided to travel instead. With a duffel bag, a leather pouch and a guitar, I hiteh-hiked 
South from Belgium, through France and down through Spain, to the sea. I crossed the 
Mediterranean by ferry and traveled through Morocco in Northwest Attica 
The experience was like a journey back through time, Paris was eternally Paris but that 
France was 2 beautiful country only became evident as I traveled south, away from the 
industrial north and into the French interior. It was here that I recognized the region of 
enchanted forests from the fairy tales of my childhood. v3 
At the bottom of the french canyon named Les Goutfites de Saint-Georges, a quaint 
ancient stone village stands perfecily nestled into the liffS. Its’ narrow sloping stone 
roadways leading down to a large clear lake 
Continuing through to the desert like region of Marseilles, on the French ‘coast, the sun 
beaten shore stilled from the heat became highly favorable to the insects 
In Spain, within the decorative architecture of it's northern population centers, @ reserved, 
conservative people seemingly endeavored in a world where the last twenty five years had 
never happened. In the south, a mythical land of castle ruins reclaimed and overgrown by 
nature feels the dust and hears the roar of the large earth moving machines indicating that 
man is building here, as he has been, for millennia. 
Rocked to sleep by the waves of the Mediterranean on the overnight ferry crossing fiom 
Europe to the African continent, not too far from Gibraltar, I must have pondered these 
ancestral lands from where my own ancestors would have left perbaps many times before 
reaching the shores of my native Canada. My country seemed so young. 
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My African genesis, ifthere ever was such a thing, could well have played itself out in 
these very paris, Algeria to the west, the Sahara desert to the south and the Atlantic 
‘Ocean to the west, Morocco was a country of contrasts. The heavily populated coastal 
cities were steeped in history and tradition, The unmistaken aroma and flavor of biblical 
times stil lingered heavily in the ancient walled settlements and temples. Inland from the 
Atlas mountains, streams of green water flowed quickly to the sea. It wasin a smell 
settlement, far from the hustle, in the tranquil shade of the mountain forest that | 
wondered if this could have, at one time, been Paradise 
‘The most memorable of my Arabian nights was in a rented room overlooking an inner 
court at an inn in one of the coastal cities There, I maintained a vigil in contemplation of 
the state of man. I witnessed the vision of a young black Aftican boy. On his face, along 
his forehead, towards his temples and then forward to his cheeks, two lines of beads were 
painted in pastel powder blue and baby pink Although the precise significance of these 
particular markings have yet to be explained, I was reminded that I had perceived the same 
ritual adornment on the face of an elephant being held in @ zoo in Europe. 

Pride and joy beamed from the boy's face as he seemed to be asking only one thing. That 

I sey yes to him and to Africa. Without knowing precisely what I wes sgrecing to but 
somehow knowing that it was right, | nodded. 

Later, there was another vision, a prophetic and disturbing one, that of the slaughter of | 

African human lives. Bodies of black flesh cut by machete and left by the side of road, 
on a still black night, 

The next morning, an old woman looked deep into my eyes and with her hand, gently 
caressed my face. A young Canadian woman vacationing with her husband looked at me 
and asked: “Who are you?’ “That is what everyone wants to know ™ | answered.

‘A year later, I would return to Africa to spend some time with my aunt Cecille. My 
father's sister had become a Catholic church missionary in Gambia, West Africa She was 


the head of'a convent which had been established in the capital city of Banjul, then called 
Bathurst _ 
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After a period of acclimatization to the weather and culture in the coastal capital, 1 moved 
on to experience life in the missionary villages situated in the interior of the country along 
the Gambia river where the sisters provided basic health care and education to the tribal 
villagers, With my guitar and my long hair, I sang for the children and shared in their joy 
My experiences in Africa were rich and numerous. Time stands still there. [fone is 
predisposed to it, one can see that the dawn of 2 new day is the same dawn that has 


greeted the world since the genesis. A living testimony to the faithful renewal that God 
bestows upon man and creation 

When I left Africa to retum to Canada, I left with a fundamental understanding of who 1 
was and invaluably, a better understanding of the world in which I lived 

1 applied for work in the Canadian federal government and began my civil service career as

Our daughter Jolene was born on July 9, 1975, She was born one month after Ben, my 
sister Diane and Steve Washam’s son, and a few days before David, my brother Phil and 
Lynn’s son, Effectively, within the space of ene month, my parents became grandparents 
three times.

Diane and Steve lived and worked on my father’s farm for a few years then they 
moved into the city Phil had purchased a condo in Aylmer and a family cottage on Lac 
Des Loups, a beautiful and clean mountain lake in the Gatineau Hills. All three of us were

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I was born in Notre Dame de Grace, Montreal, the second of four 
ehildren to Frank and Irene Lanovaz. This is where I spent my early 
childhood years. 

I belonged to a sturdy French Catholic family who celebrated 
all the traditions. There was St. Catherine's Day (November 25) 
toffee making with my siblings, Lenten morning masses with my 
brother Phil, getting the Fatherly New Year's blessing, my mother's 
Epiphany cake, and especially, Midnight Mass at Christmas (the 
French Canadian way). 

The Holy Sacraments were important events at my house. T 
completed Reconciliation, First Communion and Confirmation all in 
grade one. I remember all the white that day: my garments, the 
Host, even the sunlight. My mother was just as excited as I was, 
maybe more. 

There was more than just religion in our home. We always tried 
to keep ourselves amused. My father had his roses and his Marty 
Rebbins records, My mother would always be cleaning our house, she 
loved to keep it in a tidy state. As for my brothers, sister and I, 
we would play games With all the neighbourhood kids. My friends and 
I also loved to make clothes for our dolls with bits of scrap 
material. In winter, we would play in the field across the street 
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and make snow forts and snow angel 
would take us to an amusement park. 

I used to wish I could be like my mother when I grew up. I 
enjoyed coming home for lunch to our immaculately kept house. 

My father was a man of few words, but he held strong 
convictions of his role as provider. He was always working, either 
at the office, at his desk at home, or on the house itself. I 
remember I used to show him my homework after it was completed. one 
day he told me that my handwriting locked like his sister, Cecile's, 
and I was thrilled to get such a compliment. 

We moved often and I lived in such places as Toronto, Winnipeg, 
and Beaconsfield, Montreal.

I was born in 1932 on Grandpa Lanovaz' farm but T have no 
memories of life on the farm. We moved to Leckford in 1935. 1 
vemenber that Leckford at that time had a small store, a post office 
and several families. We loved playing in the elevator, climbing to 
the very top by a ladder, or even using the old-fashioned lift when 
Dad wasn't around. We also played on top of the railway cars left 
by the elevator for the shipment of wheat. 

I attended La Plaine School and remember being actively 
involved in baseball and sports competitions. I loved school and 
xead hundreds of library books which our school borrowed from the 
Public Library. 

We moved to Duck Lake in 1945 and [ attended Stobart School. I 
was very much involved in the Girl Guide Movement and enjoyed our 
summer camps at St. Laurent. 

I spent much of my time at the convent with the sisters and 1 
decided to join them in 1949. Even at this early stage I expressed 
my Wish to be a missionary. I spent three years in the St 
Hyacinthe Noviciate and made profession in 1952. TI taught at the 
Academy in Prince Albert from 1952 to 1967 except for two years 
spent in The Pas. In 1967 T left for the Ganbia, West Africa. I 
have been working in the Gambia since 1967 and have been involved in 
education, catechesis and pastoral work. 
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The first lap of her journey took her and Sister Mary Alice 
Rodier (originally from Zenon Park, Sask.) to the Presentation of 
Mary Mother House in France. They spent time packing their 
"trousseaus" and numerous other essential provisions. Their hostess 
organized tours and sight seeing excursions with them to interesting 
areas of France, relative to their Community. 

They sailed from the port of Marseille, France September 29, 
1967 on the "Ancerville" ship. Aside from cool north winds on the 
Mediterranean Sea, occasional rough waters causing some queasiness, 
the trip went well. They anchored in Dakar, Senegal, West Africa, 
October 4, 1967--anxious to discover and put into motion their 
dreams of spreading the Gos;

Dakar is a large bustling city with many modern amenities by 
African standards. Missionaries were already established in 
Senegal. The Canadian Sisters were given an orientation of what 
constitutes the life and goals of bringing Christianity to Africa. 

Besides adapting to a foreign land, and cultures and a tropical 
climate, they were faced with the aspect of communicating. French, 
the official language of Senegal, is spoken fluently there but to a 
lesser degree in Gambia. They (missionaries) spent precious hours 
studying some of the native dialects relevant to their communities. 

Sisters Cecile and Mary Alice's ultimate goal was to establish 
Missions in The Gambia. This nation is the smallest of the African 
countries. The official language is English. The population is 96 
Percent Moslem.

Africans are a happy, friendly people. Everywhere missionaries 
were greeted with genuine affection and hospitality. The handshake 
is very important to them--they like to he acknowledged. They love 
celebrations and extended festivities, cften breaking into 
spontaneous singing and dancing to the rhythm of the tam-tam drums 
at any opportunity. 

Through visitation in bush villages and communication, the 
natives were receptive to Christian worship and the education of the 
children. They now relish the Bible. In many ways, they feel it is 
closer to their way of life. For example, the Moslem Koran includes 
@ good part of our Bible. The church in Africa has gained a deeper 
incite of the pagan and Moslem beliefs. By studying the value of 
their traditions and purifying them of all superstitions they have 
inserted into the teaching and worship already there for centuries. 


The Missionaries’ work has accounted for 

* When they arrived in The Gambia there were no schools. 
Since, they have set up kindergartens, elementary and high 
schools. 

* Liturgical Services, Bible studies, Marriage Preparation 
courses, Lay Formations 

* Trained native teachers and Catechists 

* Hostels for young girls 

* Instrumental in having wells dug for the units and 
villages thus providing them with on-site clean water. 

* Serving a nourishing meal for students. 

* Planting trees, orchards, even gardens 

* Promoted the necessity of educating girls in the classroom 
as well as sewing and home making skills and sanitation. 


Numerous other world wide organizations and groups have been 
and are involved with the betterment of Third World countries.

* Apparently the Chinese have demonstrated to the Africans 
how to grow two and three rice crops a year, a much 
simpler method, reducad labour, with a triple yield. 


Zarge and luxurious rice fields can be seen during the dry 
season, usually unheard of in The Gambia—-most 
advantageous, assuring ample food supply year round, 

* Experimental farms established to up date and teach more 
modern means of agriculture. They now grow such 

vegetables as tomatoes, potatoes, lettuce, ete, 

Have started reforestation areas. Trees grow rapidly due 

to ideal climate conditions. Lumber mills are being built 
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but it's not known if the lumber is exported. A factory 
does produce matches. 

Moslems were not in favour of education for girls. Their 
reason: "They will not want to work or they will be 
stubborn and refuse to obey their husbands later on.” 
Pagans and Moslems practice polygamy. 

Marriages arranged by parents. One Sister met a young man 
carrying @ pretty two year old girl in his arms. He 
proudly announced, "This is my future wife. She has been 
promised to me." she probably will be someday, but not 
his first or only wife. The deciding factor of these pre- 
arranged marriages is how much a man can offer. Also of 
interest, the man must pay for everything--even the gown 
and veil. 

Women never eat at the same table with their husbands even 
in the evolved families. This mentality may soon be 
overturned. Young women are beginning to clamor for 
equality. 

In under-developed areas the staple food is rice and fish. 
The Gambia is considered mainly agricultural. The men 
fish and plant the ground nuts (peanuts). Animals are 
visible--goats, sheep and monkeys. They wender the 
streets, roads and yards in search of fodder. Cows, 
smaller and skinnier than ours, are never milked. 

Women still bear the burden of the heavy work like 
planting and harvesting rice fields, knee-deep in water, 
carrying heavy pails of water cften with a baby strapped 
on her back and a laden basket on her head. Much to the 
dismay of the elders, young girls are demanding more 
equality. 

Christmas has remained a purely religious feast. The 
emphasis is on the celebration of Midnight Mass, with 
choir practice, the Liturgy and preparation of the "crib". 
Hymns are sung in accompaniment to the tam-tam drums with 
@ special African xylophone and the clapping of hands. 
Christmas itself is like any other working day. In the 
urban areas, they are adopting the western style of 
celebrations with decorations, etc. 

Many Africans live in cone shaped mud huts with straw- 
thatched roofs and dirt floors. Cooking is done outside 
over an open fire. Buildings are now being constructed 
with cement-like bricks made of the native soil. These 
provide better homes, very airy and more hygienic. There 
are no windows but "claustras" formed with open designs, 
allow the passage of air and keep out the hot sun. 

Walls can be whitewashed. The rainy season makes for much 
dampness and mildew. 

The Gambia has two seasons--rain and more rain showers 
with temperatures of 100 degrees or more from June to 
October followed by a dry and somewhat cooler season, 
Africans are very sensitive to the cold and require 
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sweaters in the early mornings and evenings. 

* Days consist of twelve hours of daylight with twelve hours 
of darkness. 

* Driving in the country side is a marvel to behold 
especially during or after the rains--beautiful stately 
trees unlike any we have, long stretches of jungle, 
branches intertwined so thickly that all passage is 
impossible. Along roads the grass may tower above the car 
on either side. 

* A unique kind of palm tree, instead of long graceful 
brenches, it has fan-shaped branches growing in different 
directions. This "rognier" is not only beautiful but 
remarkable. It produces a thick jelly-like substance, 
waich when eaten, has the same cooling effect as ice. 

* Another common sight are huge rock-like mounds created by 
the termites. These tenacious, tireless, little creatures 
can, in a few hours, deface trees or anything wooden. 

They emanate a fine red dust that covers surrounding 
areas. 

* Beautiful, exotic flowers grow in abundance such as: 
bougainvillas, poinsettias, "liane" vines with orange and 
gold blossoms, covering roofs and walls. 

* Dispensaries have been established in some areas. Their 
primary purpose is to give cut medicines but since 
hospitals are distant and transportation is difficult 
nurses also tend te wounds and infections. Death among 
babies and young children is appalling. 

* The older generation are reluctant to use modern medicine 
and still resort to the pagan medicine men or concoctions 
made of roots and leaves. Sometimes effective--often 
fatal.

The depression was at its height so I did not get as much attention 
as the Dionne quintuplets who were born the same year. We lived in 
Leckford, Saskatchewan where Dad bought grain for the Saskatchevan 
Wheat Pool. 

I started school at La Plaine in 1941 with Miss Grace Thille as 
my teacher. I still vividly remember the Christmas concerts, the 
hikes and the annual picnics. 

Nineteen forty-five saw us move to Duck Lake as Dad bought the 
J. M. Pozer General Store. We lived in the Dr. Touchet house, a 
huge two story home with a lerge yard. our house was located one 
block from Stobart School. This was quite a change, going from a 
country school to a public school of over 200 pupils. Marbles was a 
favorite game and football, the latter supplied by the good nuns. 

Z learned to skate on the open air rink and even played hockey 
for the "Duck Lake Terrors", a very ferocious team. Later I was 
involved in high school curling and still curl to this day. 

I graduated from school in 1953 and worked on the C.N. for a 
few months. This position was on a gravel gang and we moved around 
alot. I saw many small towns and hamlets not known to me before. 

I then took on a position at the Saskatchewan Hospital in North 
Battleford for a short time but alas nursing was not my cup of tea.

In the fall of 1955 I joined the Rank of Montreal in Duck Lek 
under the management of H.F.M. Forestier. One year later I was 
transferred to Unity, Sask. Two years down the road saw me 
transferred to North Battleford. I thoroughly enjoyed my banking 
stint. 

While in North Battleford in 1958 I married Vivian Regnier 
formerly of Edam, Saskatchewan. In 1959 I resigned the bank and 
joined the firm of Lanovaz and Farwell in the General Store Business 
at Duck Lake. 

My wife Vivian works at the hospital in Rosthern as a Licensed 
Practical Nurse. She is threatening to retire this year. After 
running the Hardvare Store and lottery terminal for a number of 
years I auctioned off my stock and disposed of the building. 

In an era where there was no TV and other recreational 
facilities were few and far between, the coming of the train was an 
endless source of entertainment for my childhood friends and me. we 
remember, you see, when the daily arrival of the train, fronted by a 
huge noisy, puffing steam locomotive brought us kids running to the 
station house. There we stood immersed in the hustle and bustle as 
Passengers, mail, groceries, beer kegs, farm implements and 
furniture were unloaded onto the platform or the horse-drawn dray 
wagon that ferried supplies to the local business places. We stared 
at passengers getting off or on the train and wished we could be in 
their place, I still remember buying a ticket for Rosthern for 
fifty cents and boarding the train. What a thrill! 

In winter you could hang on the back of the dray wagon and 
slide your feat along the icy street, if the dray man was in a good 
mocd. We often hitched rides on the back of slow moving sleighs or 
cabooses till we were advised to leave by the owner. 
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Living in Duck Lake afforded me the chance to be on Town 
Council, Fire Department, and the Board of Trade, positions I 
enjoyed. 

I have seen Duck Lake come full circle from a one horse town == 
@ modern community with all the necessary conveniences.

Iwas born to Marcel and Eugenie Lanovaz on October 9, 1939 in 
the La Plaine district. Our family moved to Duck Lake in the spring 
of 1945 and that fall I started school. We lived only one block 
from school which was an advantage in that we could easily get to 
school early and have plenty of time to play before the bell rang. 
(It was a disadvantage when one had to explain tardiness!) The 
school playground brings back many memories: the long lineups at 
the water coolers; being in charge of bringing out the ball and bat 
at recess (which alco meant having a good position in the scrub 
game); the lineups at the washrooms (sometimes the desire to play 
wae stronger than nature's call with the result that fifteen minutes 
after recess, you had to contrive some story to get to go out to the 
bathroom); the soccer games (the Sisters sewed soccer balls with 
rags). The balls varied in size and weight. The heavier ones were 
murder on the stomach or face! Everyone played with a vigor 
bordering on ferocity and I am sure there must still be some shins 
today that bear the scars of these games. In spring the hig craze 
was marbles. Every available wall of every available building wae 
crowded to capacity--even the barn in the boy's yard where matters 
could get sticky trying to do stretchi: 

Hockey was the great winter pastime--whether played on an 
outdoor rink or on the street. If you were fortunate you had a 
store bought hockey stick (preferably a one piece stick--which 
lasted longer). I not, then a branch with a proper curve did the 
job or with scrap boards, a few nails and some tin, one could 
fashion a hockey stick which would have done justice to King 
Acthur's knights. Thanks to Timothy Eaton and his catalogue there 
was protection for the shins. For pucks, just about anything wi 
used: tin cans, sawed off pieces of firewood (these were light and 
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easy to raise), real pucks, and of course, horses provided a 
plentiful supply. It was fortunate that today's heavy slapshot was 
not yet invented. One can only picture the result of stepping up to 
@ fresh road apple and leaning into it with a wicked slapshot. 

I attended Stobart School up to grade nine. For grades ten and 
eleven I attended the newly cpened Notre Dame College in Prince 
Albert. Since grade twelve was not offered at Notre Dame, I went to 
St. Thomas College in North Battleford for my final year.’ After 
taking two years of Arts and Science at the U of $ I opted to go out 
working.

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I was born the last child of Marcel and Eugenie Lanovaz. With 
seven brothers and sisters ahead of me, my natural inclination is to 
believe that all the bad character traits were eventually weeded 
out, leaving me in the enviable position of being darn near perfect. 

However, there are too many people who recall my distant (and 
not to distant) past and who are too eager to contradict this 
somevhat inflated view. I am not sure if I will ever be able to 
outlive these many mortals and stake my claim without the worry of 
being disproved by “someone who really knows". 

Schooling started for me at age six, in 1951 when I attended 
Stobart School. I can still recall the excitement of new clothes, 
new friends and new challenges. The ultimate goal was an academic 
education that would prepare me for the future--a goal my parents 
obviously entrusted to the Sisters of Presentation who taught at our 
school. But, nobody told me that! 

Like many other 'Prairie Town" small boys, my interests were: 
teasing girls (the weaker sex) until they blew up (it was not until 
I had reached the mature age of @ or so that I began to realize that 
girls were something that the superior male sex made fools of 
themselves for in order to gain attention). Other interests were 
disrupting the classes, antagonizing the sisters in order to test 
their abilities to cope, I presume, and spending many hours in 
detention displaying various degrees of remorse, especially since 
all this lost time was cutting inte my precious opportunities to 

carry on a multitude of shenanigans in other areas of the community 
itself. 

I recall the many chores that were handed out at nome and how 
ingenious you had to be to master mind your way out of them. I 
really remember the attitude adjustments that were forced on me by 
parents who had been pushed cne step over the boundary of their 
limits. 

Stobart was an excellent school and the quality of the 
education received there was outstanding. However, it must be 
remembered that my personal goals were not to be overshadowed by 
scholarly achievements and as a result from grades 1 to 8 I achieved 
@ personal high in academic performance. I passed with a not too 
enviable average of around 50. 

The classmates who lived through those hectic days may or may 
not remember certain "highlights" from that era. Events like: in 
grade 2 or 3, liberally handing out disguised Ex-Lax and then eating 
toc much myeelf to convince them that it was really chocolate (the 
results of that episode left me with a great respect for modern 
medicine!). Coming to class in grade 6 having discovered my 
father's “piquette” (that afternoon proved to be somewhat "lofty" 
for me and my cohorts and only added to the feelings of disbelief 
and worry of teachers who viewed this episode with their usual lack 
of humour). Early Saturday afternoon baths in a wash tub in the 
middle of the kitchen so that one could scurry downtown to watch the 
Saturday night fisty-cuffs. These events were emulated by myself 
and cthers--as a sign of manliness until I began to realize that I

was Never going to win one and that the physical pain and 
embarrassment was not worth the effort. 

Grade nine saw me transposed to Montreal for one year's 
schooling, probably out of exasperation by parents who felt that 
they were losing their grip, That year proved to be very 
enlightening for myself. Academically there was even a minor 
improvement. 

Grades ten and eleven say me back in Duck Lake where the 
Pursuit of girls was uppermost in my mind. This goal remained 
unchallenged through a fun-filled grade tvelve in The Pas, Manitoba. 
The results of that year left me in the unenvisble position of 
attending many night classes in order to pick up credits missing 
that year. 

Now I was ready for the real world! Armed with a less than 
satisfactory academic performance, a highly inflated view of my 
capabilities, and a "joie de vivre" that probably extended beyond my 
years, I set cut to make my mark on life--move over Rockefellers! 

Four years of mundane, shoestring jobs finally evolved into a 
reasonable position as Salesman for a national manufacturer in 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. Now I was finally progressing! 

These days of independence were soon "done in" hy a certain 
Helen Smith who entered my life in a very serious manner. August of

i was a boarder at the convent in Duck Lake. I attended Stobart 
School until grade twelve. In the fall of 1967 I attended Business 
College in Saskatoon. The following year I married Lavrence. My 
hobbies are far and few as the store keeps us busy. I enjoy being a 
grandma and spending time with my grandsons. 
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Helen was a shy and pretty girl from Horse Lake. To know her 
teday you may wonder at the shyness that I have alluded to. Even 
more shocking to me was the maturing effect that she was beginning 
to have in my life! Out of this union were born two sons, Jason and 
Jedy and one daughter, Renée. Now I am in the position of 
attempting to be the guiding light in their lives and finding myself 
with sequences of "Deja Vue" that are alarming and worrisome, to say 
the least. 

At any rate, 1969 saw us move back to Duck Lake where I 
accepted a position at St. Michael's Student Residence as assiatant 
administrator. I held this position until 1971 when I eventually 
moved into the family business Lanovaz Store, and we have remained 
there ever since. 

Over the years I've had many opportunities to serve in many 
varied and interesting volunteer groups. The range of organizations 
was varied, beginning with the local Curling Club, a very active 
Board of Trade, as well as the Lions Club. From 1988 to 1993 I ran 
for and was grented the privileged position of Mayor of Duck Lake. 
With the support and backing of an aggressive and forward-thinking 
council we were able to revitalize the main street core. 

At the same time we initiated the murals project. This 
innovative undertaking married the principles of fine art vith 
history to depict the richness of local folklore. It has received 
much attention and attracts many tourists to Duck Lake, We have 
befriended many of the artists who worked on the project and 
consider them close friends. 

Hard work usually always pays off and in 1992 Duck Lake was 
recognized with a Provincial Tourism Award, recognizing the "Grass 
Roots" involvement of the community. 

There were "out-of-town" opportunities as well. For a time I 
was involved in the Advisory Board of the Prince Albert Credit 
Union. A provincial organization beckoned and I served as a 
Director and Vice President of the Saskatchewan Tourism Association 
in the latter part of the 70! 

Once in a lifetime an opportunity presents itself and one 
cannot help but wonder what life would have become had the 
opportunity not been seized. In 1984 The Canadian Faderation of 
Independent Grocers extended me an opportunity to become a national 
director. This organization spans the breadth of the country and 
represents about 4000 member stores. In terms of sales the combined 
membership was responsible for 50% of all grocery sales in Canada. 

Helen and I were afforded the privilege of travelling to every 
Province and to many states in this role. in the process we have 


Struck up many rewarding and lifelong friendships and any travelling 

that we do now presents opportunities to rekindle those friendships 
The board work itself was always challenging and the outcome 

afforded a perspective of a national industry in constant change 

in 1990 I was invited to the Executive of the organization and in 

1993 I assumed the role of Chairman (a one year only position) . 
Coincidentally and regrettably my term ended at the same time 

as Mom and Dad's death, October 1993. still the CFIG years will 
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always be remembered as outstanding, challenging and rewarding far 
beyond the expectations of a "small-town" retailer fron 
Saskatchewan. 

In October 1994 we launched an aggressive remodelling and 
expansion program to our store. The next seven months saw us 
working about seventeen hours a day, seven days a week. All of our 
Children assisted with the construction of the facility as well as 
the turmoil of daily operations, when we, in fact, should have bean 
closed. Interestingly, ve were able to rebuild the entire facility 
and only closed the doors for one hour to activate our new power 
supply. 

Today we are very proud of Marcel's store and we think that he 
would be as well. People in the grocery industry rate it as one of 
the best rural stores in the province, which has always been our 
goal. 

Today both Jason and Jody are very active in the business and 
the very near future will see one or both of them "crowding" ue out.

In 1906 when Frangois sold his land and cattle, he 
moved his family to live in the house we know as the 
Cecillon or Willie Doucette house. He was away several 
months. On his return he purchased the Courant farm. The 
children went to Elberfeld School. Mrs. Joseph Kleine 
Picked them up and drove them to school along with her 
children. In 190$ the La Plaine School was built so in 1910 
Marie Louise, Joe, Marguerite, Helene and Marcel went to 
school there. There was a half hour of French per day. 

Frangois with Joe, René, and Marguerite to help with 
the field work done with horses was on the road to 
prosperity. In 1914 he shipped a car load of wheat to 
Winnipeg and received a cheque for $4000. By 1918 wheat was 
$3.10 a bushel. In 1917 Frangois bought a brand new car for 
$600.00 though he didn't drive it himself. René, Joe and 
Marguerite chauffeured him. When Marcel was thirteen he too 
drove the car. 

By 1918 Marcel was sent to Duck Lake for his grade 8. 
He was staying at Mrs. Flavie Barré. She milked several 
cows and walked to deliver milk to the town people so her 
two boarders often had to cook for themselves. 

Warguerite recalls that there were many visitors. Card 
playing, house parties and singing were the pastimes. Mon 
and boys wore hard hats then. Marcel who was younger used 
to place all the hats on the table and count them. It was 
1915 when they had their first car ride with Donat Doucette. 

In 1919 Frangois and Andéanne left for France 
accompanied by Mr. Bonnet Sr. On their arrival in New York 
they found all seamen on strike, so they were stranded there 
for one month. They didn't speak English so it was a 
difficult time for them. Mr. Bonnet did not return to 
Canada. 

Marcel remembers when he was nine years old he wanted 2 
train ride so his father gave him some money, saying the 
conductor will give you a ticket. He went from La Plaine to 
Rosthern and was to return in the evening. The conductor 
let him ride for free but forgot to let him off at Le Plaine 
on the return trip so he got off in Duck Lake and walking 
towards town saw his father's horse and buggy there so all 
was well. 

Marcel remembers his father being tall and slim, very 
strict and hard to please, but he often took Marcel with him 
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te town so Marcel could interpret for him, Frangois was 
close to 50 when Marcel was born, 

Marguerite remembers she often went to Frangoise and 
Alexis'. One sunday at church she was chewing gum. 
Francoise said, "You do not chew gum in church" so she tock 
her gum and stuck it to the chair in front of her. 10 
Frangoise's horror when Mr. Blanchard (who had sat there) 
got up the gum was stuck to his suit! She also remambers 
her mother had a lovely purple velvet dress. When her 
mother washed it and hung it on the line the cow hed eaten 
holes in it. 

In 1920 only 25 years after their arrival from France 
they purchased a house in town and were able to live 
comfortably in their retirement. 

Frangois was a man who had suffered from pleurisy many 
times. During the last tvo years his eyesight was not too 
good but he was ill only a few months and died of cancer of 
the liver. After Francois’ death Andréanne lived with 
Frangoise and Alexis for six months then Marguerite and 
Arthur went to stay with her in town. 

Two years later Andréanne was very ill. Her stomach 
was very extended with fluid build up. Dr. Ponner and Mrs. 
Penner came to see her. Mrs. Penner spoke French fluently_ 
The doctor had to puncture her akdomen to drain the fluid be 
make her more comfortable. Julie and Marie-Louise came to 
stay with their mother. Frangoise kept Marie-Louise's 
children. Andréanne passed avay in 1932.

Twas bom July 13, 1909, As my parents’ first two children died 
before I was born, I was pampered, and cherished beyond reason. At one 
‘year old I walked and talked. As it was my birthday Mrs. Amiot weighed 
‘me; the counter scale of her store marked twelve pounds. Mrs, Amiot was 
a charming lady who owned the brick store now known as R.B. Groceries, 
Whenever my mothcr comparcd me with children of my age she was 
disappointed not only because I was smaller and very demanding but 
because I didn't have a whisp of hair on my head, and not even a fine 
down, and not a tooth. Finally months later my hair did appear as a fine 
fuzzy kinkly down just like that of Topsy. 

When my brother Lucien was born [ was three years old and three 
‘months. How I remember saying, "Mother put him down and take me 
instcad.” On her Sunday hat mother wore a veil that came over her face, It 
Was the style then. | would say and insist that she should lift that stylish 
veil. I would say,“I do not want to sce you behind it." 

On weekdays to relieve mother, father took me outdoors for hours 
ata time. When seeding time came he padded a box, attached it safely to 
the seed drill where I sat for hours as the fields were being seeded. 
Wherever he was, I was with him--trudging behind or pulled around in a 
homemade box cart. A friend of my father who came from France came 
and worked for father. He too gave me much attention and T remember 
calling him my Pon-Pon. His name was Dupont, By now I had two 
brothers, Lucien and Edward but the attention mother gave them no longer 
disturbed me as I had so much of father’s attention and of my friend, Pon- 
Pon. 

Atthe house the only picture book we had was the T. Eaton 
Catalogue, selfishly claimed that it was my very own book. When Twas 
in the house I gave mother no peace until she would tell me the English 
words under the articles on the colour pages that interested me. “These were 
the first English words I ever heard. At times Aunt Helen would take me 
for a day at LaPlaine School. Imagine to show me off! 
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LaPlaine country school pupil. I loved school. I cannot remeber Teaming 
toread or to spell. Itwas all so easy. Although I could count, the addition 
and subtraction number facts were beyond my understanding. Memorizing 


years old. 


LaPlaine School. My first Gradc One tcacher was Michael Hall, I believe a 
brother to Judge Emmett Hail. 


One of the saddest days of my life was when I had complcted Grade 
Eight my paremts decided that I should stay home to help mother, 
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As I was no longer attending school I felt downhearted, and did not 
want to visit anyone nor to see my former schoolmates who were all happy 
taking High School. 

Five years went by, making pancakes and porridge nearly every 
morning for Lucien, Edward, Pierre, and Isabelle who were merrily going to 
school while I stayed at home feeling sorry for myself, There wasn't an idle 
moment, pushing and pulling the long handle on a hand maneuvered 
washing machine, morning and night turning the cream separator, pumping 
‘water by hand and carrying the pails uphill. There were always hungsy pigs 
to food, the chickens fascinated me, how hard and fast they scratched for 
one small bug or worm, Last of al, every Saturday there was the very large 
Kitchen board floor to scrub on my knees. The days were all too short. For 
atest there were baskets of stockings to mend. Fortunately the sisters af the 
convent had taught me to do the finest mending, stitches 8 to an inch, and 
ako crochet work. The lstter I never found time to do any at home. 
‘Mother, in the evenings, was kept busy knitting stockings and mittens, that 
she left the stocking mending to me. 

Finally when I was nineteen my parents agreed to let me retum 10 
school. 1 was thin, very small, and slight for my age so much so that] was 
completely at ease with Sister Frances of Rome's grade nine pupils, Grades 
10, 11, and 12 with sister Eliza Gervais as my teacher were among the 
happiest years of my life, except for one Sunday morning just as Edward 
and I were helping father to sit at the breakfast table when father slumped 
and fell into a deep coma. In three days all through the large house we 
heard the loud death rattle coming from his throat. Near midnight of the 
third evening he died without every recovering consciousness. It was 
January 21, 1931--the year that Mother shipped a carload of grain to 
Winnipeg and the price of the grain didn't cover the freight expenset 

Five years before Father died in January 1931, life had becn very 
difficult for mother and the boys. Lucien was 15 years old, Edward 13, and 
Pierre 11. Mother and they had to shoulder all the responsibilities of the 
farm. Pierre had to stay home one day each week of school to push, pull 
and thug that hard washing machine, another day to help with housework 
Isabelle had to stay home once a week during school davs, but mother 


kindly saw that I should not be asked to sacrifice a singe day of school. 
‘Daring those five years proceeding his death father had had two strokes, 
bronchitis and had recurring bouts of pneumonia, We had to entertain 
father by reading to him. To this day we remember the many books we 
read at his bedside, For much of my High School grades had the privilege 
of staying in town with my grandparents, In 1929 when grandfather 
Lanovaz, dicd Grandmother came and stayed the winter with us on the 
farm, I travelled from the farm those 43/4 miles to school with a demoorat 
and then with a caboose and found how litte time 1 had left o study cach 
evening, For Grade 12 or any other grads we never heard of a graduation 
program, We were just as happy as any pupil of the present times because 
all we wanted was to pass and be promoted. In 1932-33, thanks to Aunt 
Marie Lanovaz Klassen, [ was allowed to live with her in Saskatoon so that 
T could attend Nermal School. This was in the deepest midst of the 
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depression years. Without her kindness I could never have attended 
Normal School. I owe her lifelong gratitude. 

There were thousands of teachers without work when I came home 
{om Normal School with a First Clas Teacher's Cerificate. For over eight 
‘months I wrote application letters throughout Saskatchewan without ever 
receiving an answer. To my uncxpected surprise the trustees of the La 
Plaine Schoo! District hired me ata salary of $400.00 a year. To me this 
salary seemed a fortune, I had ten grades, the French was LIAC.F.C. 
French programme to teach after 3:30, and some religious instruction, 
specially preparing children for their first communion and for 
confirmation. Every child was docile, eager to learn, and did his or her best 
but I failed to understand many of their learning difficulties because I did 
not realize that come could not leam spelling and reading taught as Thad 
Without phonics. I had never been taught phonics, not even at Normal 
School. Itis only when I went to University that [realized why in my fist 
five years of caching that I had failed to teach many pupils how to read and 
Spell. If only the LaPlaine School parents who had had phonics as their 
basic reading programme had told me that I should teach and stress the 
sound of letters and better combinations I would have had a greater success 
for their children. The pupils of LaPlaine excelled in sports, ‘The school 
had a very strong bascball team, a good active hockey team--all in spite of 
‘me who could not catch a ball As soon asthe water would freeze the boys 
worked hard on Saturdays to build. a small school skating rink. In all the 
other schools where I taught there never were as sport minded boys and 
girls and as capable players as those at LaPlaine School from 1933 to 1938, 
Every Sunday aftemoon all ‘spring, summer, and fall there were softball 
games in which the parents participated, In winter skating and hockey

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‘games at Emile Perret’ large well‘it rink and later at René Lanovaz's rink 
Where lunches in those hard time years were served. I didn't see any 
softball or skating rinks in any of the other country schools I later went to 
teach. 

‘From LaPlaine School Iwas accepted at Southgate School in 
Wolscley, Saskatchewan where I had fewer pupils, fewer grades. The 
farms although it was in the fall of 1937, perhaps especially because of the 
stone houses, stone lower part of the bams, the well hamessed school 
horses and good buggies. I felt the district had been much more prosperous 
than that of LaPlaine district. The depression was in full swing and was the 
main topic of conversation, [stayed only a year because Mother was ill, 
and could get home only at Christmas times as all other holidays were too 
short. 

‘My next school at Buffer Lake midway between Vonda and 
Prudhomme was where I experienced the true meaning of the year of 
drought. Itwas the end of August when L arrived. The fields looked bare 
except for Russian thistle that rolled in bundles and landed and piled higher 
and higher against the fences, ‘The men sat on the veranda or porch steps, 
barefeot. No one had a crop to harvest, Even LaPlaine and Wolseley 
looked well off compared to these farmers, That year no one took their 
binders out. Day after day you could hear the wind blow and the sand 
drifting off dried up lakes came into the teacherage at will. We could hardly 
be outside at recess because this salt-iike powder burnt our eyes. It was a 
Jong winter with very little feed for the surviving cattle, 

‘The railroad track passed within a short distance from the school. I 
had never seen such lines of men either sitting or standing in freight car 
doors, In fair weather some were on the platform cars, only once late at 
night did someone come and knock long and loud at the teachcrage door 
‘where [lived alone. 1 told him to go to the next door neighbor. He 
answered, "Youre the only place with a light." He did try to force the lock, 
then went away. To this day I regret not having given him a loaf of bread, 
but I so dreaded he would ask to stay ovemight. Today 'd never dread 
living near the railroad track. I feared mice, Whenever I returned by bus 
from Duck Lake it was a nightmare. Returning after attending Pierre and 
Ida's wedding November 11th, I called at the neighbours, an elderly couple, 
to come with me to check the house and poke the bed, while I'm holding on 
to the lady's apron. After I was sure no mice were in the teacherage T 
‘wasn't airaid to stay atone. 

By this time Isabelle was taking a three year nursing course at St. 
Paul's Hospital in Saskatoon -
